OR one whose major interest, relative to Jesus, has 
1C its base in his thinking and teaching, many portions 
of the records that have reached us concerning Jesus 
make no contribution. They lack content of teaching, 
and they provide nothing toward the outline Structure 
of the history. 

Because we havefour different records about the events 
of the life of Jesus, many accounts duplicate what is to 
be had elsewhere. Often the similarities are so close 
that the parallels do not have any separate or distinctive 
value for one whose concern is with the main historical 
movements and the substance of the thoughts. 
Sayings of Jesus are reported as frequently as five or 
more times in widely differing contexts and sometimes 
in strikingly divergent forms. It becomes the task of 
the serious Student to endeavor to determine the oc- 
casion or occasions of the saying and to press back 
through its several reported forms to that which may 
be regarded as moSt nearly its original cast.;. 
Some of the makers of our books about Jesus have 
used notable freedom in their distribution of the 
source material that was at their disposal. Any Study 
of the book of Matthew which takes account of the 
other books will make that fad evident to the obser- 
vant reader. In that freedom obviously exercised by 
an author who had literary sources but no immediate 
knowledge may be inherent some justification for 



such transpositions of material as are ventured upon 
by the maker of Jesus As Teacher. 
Major contemporary national hopes of the people of 
Jesus have left their imprint deeply upon the traditions 
of his life and teaching. Segregation of these messianic 
elements has been effected here not only because, on 
critical grounds, their nature seems alien to the mind 
of Jesus but also because they supply vividly the back- 
ground of his activity and teaching. 
When that which was resident and implicit in the per- 
sonal religion of Jesus made its way into the Hellenistic 
world, it apparently became explicit through the cre- 
ation of another type of biographical representation. 
While appeal may not be confidently made to the 
record of John for the accurate phrasing of the sayings 
of Jesus, nor may all of the elements in the self-con- 
sciousness there portrayed be assuredly attributed to 
him (leaSt of all certain forms of their expression), 
forthright dismissal ought not perhaps to be made 
of the philosophy and psychology of religion there 
sketched as being altogether out of harmony with the 
essential position of Jesus elsewhere depicted. 
When the concern is to discover the foundations for 
the judgments exercised in the construction of Jesus 
As Teacher, or when the interest ranges beyond the 
limits of the teaching of Jesus, reference may be made 
to Decora's of the Sjfe of Jesus where the complete 
phenomena of the canonical traditions about Jesus are 
selt forth with freedom from surmises or theories but 
in such form as to provide the bases for independent 
conclusions as to both teachings and events.

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i Origin of the Records 

T7 ORASMUCH as many have taken in hand to draw up 
1 a narrative concerning those matters which have 
been fulfilled among us, even as they delivered them 
unto us, which from the beginning were eyewitnesses 
and ministers of the word, it seemed good to me also, 
having traced the course of all things accurately from 
the firt, to write unto thee an orderly account, most 
excellent Theophilus; so that thou mightest know the 
certainty concerning the things wherein thou waft 
instructed. 

2 Birth of Jesus at Bethlehem_j 

In the days of Herod, king of Judsea, it came to pass 
that there went out a decree from Caesar Augustus, 
that all the world should be enrolled. This was the 
firSt enrolment made when Quirinius was governor of 
Syria. And all went to enrol themselves, every one to 
his own city. 

And Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the city 
of Nazareth, into Judaea, to the city of David, which 
is called Bethlehem, because he was of the house and 
family of David; to enrol himself with Mary, who was 
great with child. 

And it came to pass, while they were there, the days 
were fulfilled that Mary should be delivered. And she 
brought forth her firstborn son; and she wrapped him 
in swaddling clothes, and laid him in a manger, be- 
cause there was no room for them in the inn_j. 



3 The Dedication at Jerusalem-; 

And when eight days were fulfilled for circumcising 
him, his name was called JESUS. 
And when the days of their purification according to 
the law of Moses were fulfilled, they brought Jesus 
up to Jerusalem, to present him to the Lord (as it is 
written in the law of the Lord, Every male that openeth 
the womb shall be called holy to the Lord), and to 
offer a sacrifice according to that which is said in the 
law of the Lord, A pair of turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons. 

$4 The Ra-urn to Nazareth 

And when they had accomplished all things that 
were according to the law of the Lord, they returned 
into Galilee, to their own city Nazareth.

And the child Jesus grew, and waxed Strong, be- 
coming full of wisdom: and the grace of God was 
upon him_>.

And the parents of Jesus went every year to Jerusalem 
at the feast of the passover. And when Jesus was twelve 
years old, they went up after the custom of the feast. 
And when they had fulfilled the days, as they were 
returning, the boy Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem. 
And his parents knew it not; but supposing him to be 
in the company, they went a day's journey. And they 
sought for him among their kinsfolk and acquaint-

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8 Statement of the Work of Tohn_j 



Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 
Caesar, Pontius Pilate being governor of Judsea, 
and Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother 
Philip cetrarch of the region of Itursea andTrachonitis, 
and Lysanias t&rarch of Abilene, in the high-priest- 
hood of Annas and Caiaphas, 
the word of God came unto John the son of Zacharias 
in the wilderness of Judsea. And he came into all the 
region round about Jordan, preaching the baptism of 
repentance unto remission of sins. 
(f It is written in the book of the words of Isaiah the 
prophet, 

The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 

Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 

Make his paths Straight. 

Every valley shall be filled, 

And every mountain and hill shall be brought low; 

And the crooked shall become straight, 

And the rough ways smooth; 

And all flesh shall see the salvation of God. 
(1[ Now John himself had his raiment of camel's hair, 
and a leathern girdle about his loins; and his food 
was locusts and wild honey. 

Then went out unto him all they of Jerusalem, and all 
the country of Judsea, and all the region round about 
Jordan; and they were baptized of him in the river 
Jordan, confessing their sins. 
(\ But when John saw many of the Pharisees and Sad- 
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ducees coming to his baptism, he said unto them, 
Ye offspring of vipers, who warned you to flee from 
the wrath to come ? Bring forth therefore fruits worthy 
of repentance, and begin not to say within yourselves, 
"We have Abraham to our father: for I say unto you, 
that God is able of these stones to raise up children 
unto Abraham. And even now is the axe also laid 
unto the root of the trees: every tree therefore that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire-;. 

Q And all the people when they heard, and the pub- 
licans, justified God, being baptized with the baptism 
of John. But the Pharisees and the lawyers rejected for 
themselves the counsel of God, being not baptized 
of him_j. 

Q[ And the multitudes asked John, saying, What then 
must we do? And he answered and said unto them, 
He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that hath 
none; and he that hath food, let him do likewise.;. 
And there came also publicans to be baptized, and 
they said unto him, Teacher, what must we do? And 
he said unto them, Extort no more than that which 
is appointed you.

G[ And as the people were in expectation, and all men 
reasoned in their hearts concerning John, whether 
haply he were the Christ; John answered, saying unto 
them all, 
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I indeed baptize you with water; but there cometh he 
that is mightier than I, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to unloose: he shall baptize you with 
fire: whose fan is in his hand, throughly to cleanse 
his threshing-floor, and to gather the wheat into his 
garner; but the chaff he will burn up with unquench-

Q With many other exhortations therefore preached 
John good tidings unto the people; but Herod the 
t&rarch, being reproved by him for Herodias his 
brother's wife, and for all the evil things which 
Herod had done, added yt this above all, that he shut 
up John in prison-;. 

9 Baptism of Jesus by John_> 

Now it came to pass, when all the people were bap- 
tized of John in the Jordan, that, Jesus also having been 
baptized, and praying, the heaven was opened, and 
the Spirit of God descended, as a dove, upon him_>. 
And a voice came out of heaven : Thou art my beloved 
Son; this day have I begotten thee-;. 

$10 Withdrawal of Jesus to the Wilderness 

And Jesus, full of the Spirit of God, returned from the 
Jordan, and was led by the Spirit in the wilderness 
during forty days, being tempted of the devil. 
Cf And he led Jesus up, and shewed him all the king- 
doms of the world in a moment of time. And the devil 
said unto him, To thee will I give all this authority, 
and the glory of them: if thou wilt worship before 
me, it shall all be thine. And Jesus answered and said 



unto him, It is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou server. 
Q[And he led Jesus to Jerusalem, and st him on the 
pinnacle of the temple, and said unto him, If thou art

1 1 General Statement of the Work of Jesus 

ND Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee: and a fame went out concerning him 
through all the region round about. And he taught 
in their synagogues, being glorified of all. 

1 2 Jesus Teaches at Nazareth 

And Jesus came to Nazareth, where he had been 
brought up: and he entered, as his custom was, into 
the synagogue on the sabbath day, and stood up to 
read. And there was delivered unto him the book of 
the prophet Isaiah. And he opened the book, and 
found the place where it was written, 
The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
Because he anointed me to preach good tidings to 

the poor: 

He hath sent me to proclaim release to the captives, 
To set at liberty them that are bruised, 
To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. 
And he closed the book, and gave it back to the 
attendant, and sat down. And the eyes of all in the 
synagogue were fastened on him. And all bare him 
witness, and wondered at the words of grace which 
proceeded out of his mouth. 
And they said, Is not this Joseph's son? 
Jesus himself, when he began to teach, was about 
thirty years of age, being the son (as was supposed) 
ofjoseph.

i 3 Jesus Teaches at Capernaum_> 

And Jesus came down to Capernaum, a city of Galilee. 
And straightway on the sabbath day he entered into 
the synagogue and taught. And they were astonished 
at his teaching: for he taught them as having authority, 
and not as the scribes. 

And they were all amazed, insomuch that they ques- 
tioned among themselves, saying, What is this? a new 
teaching! 

And the report of him went out straightway every- 
where into all the region of Galilee round about.;. 

14 Jesus and Mental Cases 

And straightway, when Jesus was come out of the syn- 
agogue, he came into the house. And at even, when 
the sun did set, they brought unto Jesus them that were 
possessed with devils. And all the city was gathered 
together at the door. And he cast out many devils. And 
the devils came out crying and saying, 
Ah! What have we to do with thee, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth, thou Son of the Most High God?

And when Jesus had left speaking, he said unto Simon, 

Put out into the deep, and let down your nets for a 

draught. And Simon answered and said, Master, we 

toiled all night, and took nothing: but at thy word I 

will let down the nets. 

And when they had this done, they inclosed a great 

multitude of fishes. And they beckoned unto their 

partners in the other boat, that they should come and 

help them. And they came, and filled both the boats. 

And Simon was amazed at the draught of the fishes 

which they had taken; and so were also James and 

John, sons of Zebedee, which were partners with 

Simon_j.

1 8 Criticism of Free Forgiveness for Sin_> 

ND when Jesus entered again into Capernaum 
after some days, it was noised that he was in the 
house. And many were gathered together, so that there 
was no longer room for them, no, not even about the 
door. 

And Jesus was teaching. And there were Pharisees and 
doctors of the law sitting by, which were come out of 
every village of Galilee and Judasa and Jerusalem-). 
And behold, men bring on a bed a man that was pal- 
sied: and they sought to bring him in, and to lay him 
before Jesus. And not finding by what way they might 
bring him in because of the multitude, they went up 
to the housetop, and lt him down through the tiles 
with his couch into the midslt before Jesus. 
And Jesus seeing their faith saith unto the sick of the 
palsy, Son, thy sins are forgiven. But there were cer- 
tain of the scribes sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts, Why doth this man thus speak? he blasphem- 
6th: who can forgive sins but one, even God? 
And Straightway Jesus, perceiving in his spirit that 
they so reasoned within themselves, saith unto them, 
Why reason ye these things in your hearts? Man hath 
authority on earth to forgive sins. 
Then Jesus saith to the sick of the palsy, I say unto 
thee, Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto thy house. 
And he arose, and departed to his house. But when 
the multitudes saw it, they glorified God, which had 
given such authority unto men_j. 
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1 9 Criticism for Association with Sinners 

And Jesus went forth again by the sea side; and all the 
multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them_\ 
And as Jesus passed by, he saw Levi the son of Alphae- 
us sitting at the place of toll, and he saith unto him, 
Follow me. And he arose and followed him. And it 
came to pass, that he was sitting at meat in his house, 
and many publicans and sinners sat down with Jesus 
and his disciples: for there were many, and they fol- 
lowed him_>. 

And the scribes of the Pharisees, when they saw that 
Jesus was eating with the sinners and publicans, said 
unto his disciples, He eatth and drinkdith with pub- 
licans and sinners. And when Jesus heard it, he saith 
unto them, 

They that are whole have no need of a physician, but 
they that are sick: I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners. 

But go ye and learn what this meaneth, I desire mercy, 
and not sacrifices. 

$20 Criticism of Attitude toward Fasting 

And John's disciples and the Pharisees were fasting: 
and they come and say unto Jesus, Why do John's 
disciples and the disciples of the Pharisees fast, but thy 
disciples fast not? 

And Jesus said unto them, Can the sons of the bride- 
chamber fast, while the bridegroom is with them? as 
long as they have the bridegroom with them, they 
cannot fast. But when the bridegroom shall be taken 
away from them, then will they fast. 
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$21 Criticism for Working on the Sabbath 

And it came to pass, that Jesus was going on the 
sabbath day through the cornfields; and his disciples 
began, as they went, to pluck the ears of corn. And 
the Pharisees said unto him, Behold, why do they on 
the sabbath day that which is not lawful? 
And Jesus said unto them, Did ye never read what 
David did, when he had need, and was an hungred, 
he, and they that were with him? How he entered into 
the house of God, and did eat the shewbread, which 
it is not lawful to eat save for the prieSts, and gave also 
to them that were with him? 

Or have ye not read in the law, how that on the sabbath 
day the prieSts in the temple profane the sabbath, and 
are guiltless? 

And Jesus said unto them, The sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the sabbath: so that man is lord 
even of the sabbath. 

22 Culmination of Criticism of Jesus 

And the Pharisees went out, and Straightway with the 
Herodians took counsel againSt Jesus, how they might 
destroy him_j. 

23 Attitude of Jesus Toward Criticism-) 

And Jesus spake also parables unto them: 

No man rendeth a piece from a new garment and 

puttdJth it upon an old garment; else he will rend the 

new, and also the piece from the new will not agree 

with the old. 

And no man puttth new wine into old wine-skins; 
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else the new wine will burst the skins, and itself will 
be spilled, and the skins will perish. But new wine 
must be put into fresh wine-skins. 
And no man having drunk old wine desirth new: 
for he saith, The old is good. 
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$24 Widespread Fame of Jesus 

ND Jesus with his disciples withdrew to the sea: 
and a great multitude from Galilee followed. And 
from Judsea, and from Jerusalem, and from Idumsea, 
and beyond Jordan, and about Tyre and Sidon, a great 
multitude, hearing what great things he did, came unto 




And he spake to his disciples, that a little boat should 
wait on him because of the crowd, leSt they should 
throng him: for as many as had plagues pressed upon 
him that they might touch him_>. 
And the unclean spirits, whensoever they beheld him, 
fell down before him, and cried, saying, Thou art the 
Son of God. And he charged them much that they 
should not make him known_>. 

$25 Appointment of Twelve Associates 

And it came to pass in these days, that Jesus went out 
into the mountain to pray; and he continued all night 
in prayer to God. 

And when it was day, he called his disciples: and he 
chose from them twelve, that they might be with him, 
and that he might send them forth: Simon, whom he 
also named Pter, and Andrew his brother; and James 
the son of Zebedee, and John the brother ofjames; and 
Philip and Bartholomew; and Matthew and Thomas; 
and James the son of Alphasus, and Simon which was 
called the Zealot; and Judas the son ofjames, and Judas 
Iscariot, which was the traitor. 
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26 Discourse on Standards of Righteousness 

And Jesus came down with the twelve, and Stood on a 
level place. And a great multitude of his disciples, and 
a great number of the people from alljudasa and Jeru- 
salem, and the sea coast of Tyre and Sidon, came to 
hear him_>. 

G( And Jesus lifted up his eyes on his disciples, and said: 
Blessed are ye poor. 
Blessed are ye that hunger. 
Blessed are ye that weep. 
Blessed are ye when men persecute you. 
Ye are the salt of the earth. 
Ye are the light of the world. 
<3[ Think not that I came to destroy the law or the proph- 
ets: I came not to destroy, but to fulfil. For I say unto 
you, that except your righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no wise enter into the kingdom of God. 
(f Ye have heard that it was said to them of old time, 
Thou shalt not kill; and whosoever shall kill shall be 
in danger of the judgement: but I say unto you, that 
every one who is angry with his brother shall be in 
danger of the judgement-;. 

If therefore thou art offering thy gift at the altar, and 
there rememberest that thy brother hath aught against 
thee, leave there thy gift before the altar, and go thy 
way, first be reconciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift-*. 

Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be called 
sons of God. 
(I Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt not com- 
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mit adultery: but I say unto you, that every one that 
looketh on a woman to lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his heart. And if thine eye 
causeth thee to Stumble, pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, and not thy whole body. And if 
thy hand causeth thee^to Stumble, cut it off, and cast it 
from thee: for it is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not thy whole body. 
Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see God. 
Q[ Again, ye have heard that it was said to them of old 
time, Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt per- 
form unto the Lord thine oaths: but I say unto you, 
Swear not at all; neither by the heaven, nor by the earth, 
nor by Jerusalem. Neither shalt thou swear by thy head. 
But let your speech be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: and what- 
soever is more than these is of evil. 
Q{ Ye have heard that it was said, An eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth: but I say unto you, Resist not evil: 
but whosoever smiteth thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also. And if any man would take away 
thy cloke, let him have thy coat also. And whosoever 
shall compel thee to go one mile, go with him twain_>. 
Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth. 
Cl[ Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine enemy: but I say unto you, 
Love your enemies, do good to them that hate you, 
bless them that curse you, pray for them that despite- 
fully use you. 

If ye love them that love you, what thank have ye? for 
even sinners love those that love them. And if ye do 
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good to them that do good to you, what thank have 

ye? for even sinners do the same-?. 

Ye shall be sons of theMost High: for he is kind toward 

the unthankful and evil: he maketh his sun to rise on 

the evil and the good, and sendeth rain on the just 

and the unjust. Be ye merciful, even as your Father is 

merciful. 

Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain mercy. 

G[Take heed that ye do not your righteousness before 

men, to be seen of them: else ye have no reward with 

your Father. 

G[ When therefore thou doest alms,sound not a trumpet 

before thee, as the hypocrites do in the synagogues and 

in the streets, that they may have glory of men. Verily 

I say unto you, They have received their reward. But 

when thou doest alms, let not thy left hand know what 

thy right hand doeth: that thine alms may be in secret: 

and thy Father which seeth in secret shall recompense 

thee-;. 

Q[ And when ye pray, ye shall not be as the hypocrites: 

for they love to stand and pray in the synagogues and 

in the corners of the streets, that they may be seen of 

men. Verily I say unto you, They have received their 

reward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thine 

inner chamber, and having shut thy door, pray to thy 

Father which is in secret, and thy Father which seeth 

in secret shall recompense theej. 

Q[ Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, of 

a sad countenance: for they disfigure their faces, that 

they may be seen of men to fast. Verily I say unto you, 

They have received their reward. But thou, when thou 
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fatet, anoint thy head, and wash thy face; that thou 
be not seen of men to fast, but of thy Father which is 
in secrel: and thy Father, which seth in secret, shall 
recompense theej>. 

Q[ Why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother's 
eye, but considered not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Or how canst thou say to thy brother, Brother, 
1ft me cast out the mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thyself beholdest not the beam that is in thine own eye? 
Thou hypocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine 
own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye-;. 
Q[A11 things therefore whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you, even so do ye also unto them_j . 
(f Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of God; but he that doel:h the 
will of my Father. 

(f By their fruits ye shall know them. For of thorns men 
do not gather figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they 
grapes. Every good tree bringth forth good fruit; but 
the corrupt tree bringelii forth evil fruit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. The good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that which is good; 
and the evil man out of the evil treasure bring&h forth 
that which is evil. Therefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them_;. 

G{ Every one therefore which hear&h these words of 
mine, and doth them, shall be likened unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon the rock: and the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, 
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and beat upon that house; and it fell not: for it was 
founded upon the rock. And every one that hear&h 
these words of mine, and doth them not, shall be 
likened unto a foolish man,which built his house upon 
the sand: and the rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and smote upon that house; and 
it fell: and great was the fall thereof. 
Enter ye in by the narrow gate: for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way, that leadeHi to destruction, and 
many be they that enter in thereby. For narrow is the 
gate, and Straitened the way, that leadth unto life, and 
few be they that find it.;. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus ended these words, 
the multitudes were astonished at his teaching: for he 
taught them as one having authority, and not as their 
scribes. 
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$27 Opinion of a Roman Centurion_j 

FTER Jesus had ended all his sayings in the ears 
of the people, he entered into Capernaum_>. 
And a certain centurion, when he heard concerning 
Jesus, sent unto him elders of the Jews, asking him that 
he would save his boy. And they, when they came to 
Jesus, besought him earnestly, saying, He is worthy 
that thou shouldeSt do this for him: for he Iov6th our 
nation, and himself built us our synagogues. 
And Jesus went with them. And when he was now 
not far from the house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Sir, trouble not thyself: for I am 
not worthy that thou shouldesT come under my roof: 
wherefore neither thought I myself worthy to come 
unto thee: but say the word. For I also am a man st 
under authority, having under myself soldiers: and I 
say to this one, Go, and he goelth; and to another, 
Come, and he comeHi; and to my servant, Do this, 
and he do&h ir_j. 

And when Jesus heard these things, he marvelled at 
the centurion, and turned and said unto the multitude 
that followed him, I say unto you, I have not found 
so great faith, no, not in Israel. 

28 Opinion of John the Baptist^ 

And the disciples of John told him of all these things. 
And John calling unto him two of his disciples sent 
them to Jesus, saying, Art thou he that comth, or 
look we for another? And when the men were come 



unto Jesus, they said, John the Baptist hath sent us 
unto thee, saying, Art thou he that cometh, or look 
we for another? 

And Jesus answered and said unto them, Go your way, 
and tell John what things ye have seen and heard. And 
blessed is he, whosoever shall find none occasion of 
stumbling in me_;. 

And when the messengers of John were departed, 
Jesus began to say unto the multitudes concerning 
John, What went ye out into the wilderness to behold? 
a reed shaken with the wind? But what went ye out 
to see? a man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they 
which are gorgeously apparelled, and live delicately, 
are in kings' courts. But what went ye out to see? a 
prophet? I say unto you, Among them that are born 
of women there is none greater than John: yet he that 
is but little in the kingdom of God is greater than John. 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
From the days of John the Baptist until now the 
kingdom of God suffereth violence, and men of vio- 
lence take it by force. For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John-;. 

Whereunto then shall I liken the men of this gener- 
ation, and to what are they like? They are like unto 
children that sit in the marketplace, and call one to 
another; which say, We piped unto you, and ye did 
not dance; we wailed, and ye did not weep. For John 
is come eating no bread nor drinking wine; and ye say, 
He hath a devil. I am come eating and drinking; and 
ye say, Behold, a gluttonous man, and a winebibber, 
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a friend of publicans and sinners! And wisdom is 
justified of all her children-). 

$29 Opinion of a Sinner vs Opinion of a Pharisees 

And one of the Pharisees desired Jesus that he would 
eat with him. And Jesus entered into the Pharisee's 
house, and sat down to meat. And behold, a woman 
which was in the city, a sinner; and when she knew 
that Jesus was sitting at meat in the Pharisee's house, 
she brought an alabaster cruse of ointment, and stand- 
ing behind at his feet, weeping, she began to wet his 
feet with her tears, and wiped them with the hair of 
her head, and kissed his feet, and anointed them with 
the ointment-?. 

Now when the Pharisee which had bidden Jesus saw 
it, he spake within himself, saying, This man, if he 
were a prophet, would have perceived who and what 
manner of woman this is which toucheth him, that 
she is a sinner. 

And Jesus answering said unto him, Simon, I have 
somewhat to say unto thee. And he saith, Teacher, 
say on. Jesus said, A certain lender had two debtors: 
the one owed five hundred pence, and the other fifty. 
When they had not wherewith to pay, he forgave them 
both. Which of them therefore will love him most? 
Simon answered and said, He, I suppose, to whom he 
forgave the most. And Jesus said unto him, Thou hast 
rightly judged. 

And turning to the woman, Jesus said unto Simon, 
Seest thou this woman? I entered into thine house; 
thou gavest me no water for my feet: but she hath 
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w&ted my feet with her tears, and wiped them with 
her hair. Thou gavest me no kiss: but she, since the 
time I came in, hath not ceased to kiss my feel:. My head 
with oil thou didst not anoint: but she hath anointed 
my feel: with ointment. Wherefore I say unto thee, 
Her sins, which are many, are forgiven; for she loved 
much. 

And Jesus said unto the woman, Thy sins are forgiven. 
And they that sat at meat with him began to say within 
themselves, Who is this that even forgiveth sins? And 
he said unto the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; 
go in peacej. 

$30 On a Tour in Galilee-? 

And it came to pass soon afterwards, that Jesus went 
about through cities and villages, preaching and bring- 
ing the good tidings of the kingdom of God, and with 
him the twelve, and certain women which ministered 
unto them of their substances. 

3 i Opinion of the Friends of Jesus 

And Jesus comth into a house. And the multitude 
cometh together again, so that they could not so much 
as eat bread. And when his friends heard it, they went 
out to lay hold on him: for they said, He is beside 
himself. 

32 Opinion of the Religious Leaders 

And Jesus was casting out a devil. And it came to 
pass that when the devil was gone out the multitudes 
marvelled. And the scribes which came down from 
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Jerusalem said, He hath Beelzebub, and, By the prince 
of the devils eastern he out the devils. 
And Jesus called them unto him, and said unto them, 
How can Satan cast out Satan? If a kingdom be divided 
against itself, that kingdom cannot stand but is brought 
to desolation. And every city or house divided against 
itself will not be able to stand, but falleth. And if Satan 
hath risen up against himself, and is divided, he can- 
not stand, but hath an end. 

If I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your sons 
cast them out? Therefore shall they be your judges. 
Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall speak a word 
against me, it shall be forgiven him; but whosoever 
shall blaspheme against the Spirit of God, it shall not 
be forgiven him. This was because they said, He hath 
an unclean spirk-j. 
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$33 Basis of Real Relationship to Jesus 

ND there come his mother and his brethren; and, 
standing without, they sent unto Jesus, calling 
him. And a multitude was sitting about him; and they 
say unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy brethren 
without seek for thee. And he answereth them, and 
saith, Who is my mother and my brethren? Whoso- 
ever shall do the will of God, the same is my brother, 
and sifter, and mother. 



4 Discourse on the Kingdom of God 

And again Jesus began to teach by the sea side. And 
there is gathered unto him a very great multitude, so 
that he entered into a boat, and sat in the sea; and all the 
multitude were by the sea on the land. And he taught 
them many things in parables, and said unto them in 
his teaching: 

(| How shall we liken the kingdom of God? or in what 
parable shall we set it forth? It is like a grain of mus- 
tard seed,which,when it is sown upon the earth,though 
it be less than all the seeds that are upon the earth, yet 
when it is sown, groweth up, and becometh greater 
than all the herbs, and putteth out great branches; so 
that the birds of the heaven can lodge under the 
shadow thereof. 

And again he said, Whereunto shall I liken the king- 
dom of God? It is like unto leaven, which a woman 
took and hid in three measures of meal, till it was all 
leavened. 
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And he said, Who hath ears to hear, lelt him hear. 

G( Another parable selt Jesus before them, saying, The 

kingdom of God is likened unto a man that sowed 

good seed in his field: but while men slept, his enemy 

came and sowed tares also among the wheat, and went 

away. But when the blade sprang up, and brought forth 

fruit, then appeared the tares also. And the servants of 

the householder came and said unto him, Sir, didSi 

thou not sow good seed in thy field? whence then hath 

it tares? And he said unto them, An enemy hath done 

this. And the servants say unto him, Wilt thou then 

that we go and gather them up? But he saith, Nay; 

left haply while ye gather up the tares, ye root up the 

wheat with them. L6t both grow together. 

If any man hath ears to hear, lelt him hear. 

Q[ And Jesus said, So is the kingdom of God, as if a 

man should caslt seed upon the earth; and should sleep 

and rise night and day, and the seed should spring up 

and grow, he knowth not how. The earth bearelh 

fruit of herself; firSt the blade, then the ear, then the 

full corn in the ear. 

Q[ The kingdom of God is like unto a treasure hidden 

in the field; which a man found, and hid; and in his 

joy he go6th and sellelth all that he hath, and buyth 

that field. 

Again, the kingdom of God is like unto a man that is 

a merchant seeking goodly pearls: and having found 

one pearl of great price, he went and sold all that he 

had, and bought it. 

He that hath ears, lt him hear. 

1 ii And with many such parables spake Jesus the word 
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unto them, as they were able to hear it: and without a 
parable spake he not unto them_>. 
((And when Jesus was alone, the disciples came, and 
said unto him, Why speakest thou unto them in par- 
ables? And he said unto them, Unto you is given the 
mystery of the kingdom of God: but unto them that 
are without, all things are done in parables: that seeing 
they may see, and not perceive; and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast 
your pearls before the swine, lest haply they trample 
them under their feet, and turn and rend you. 
(I[Then Jesus went into the house: and his disciples 
came unto him, saying, Explain unto us the parable 
of the tares of the field. And Jesus saith unto them, 
Know ye not this parable? and how shall ye know all 
the parables? 

Take heed therefore how ye hear: for whosoever hath, 
to him shall be given; and whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken away even that which he thinketh 
he hath. 

QHearken: Behold, the sower went forth to sow: and 
it came to pass, as he sowed, some seed fell by the way 
side, and the birds came and devoured it. And other 
fell on the rocky ground, where it had not much earth; 
and straightway it sprang up, because it had no deep- 
ness of earth: and when the sun was risen, it was 
scorched; and because it had no root, it withered away. 
And other fell among the thorns, and the thorns grew 
up, and choked it, and it yielded no fruit. And others 
fell into the good ground, and yielded fruit, growing 
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up and increasing; and brought forth, thirtyfold, and 
sixtyfold, and a hundredfold. 

Q[ And Jesus said unto them, Is the lamp brought to 
be put under the bushel, or under the bed, and not to 
be put on the stand? There is nothing hid, save that 
it should be manifested; neither was anything made 
secret, but that it should come to lights. 
Q[ And Jesus asked them, Have ye understood all these 
things? They say unto Jesus, Yea. And he said unto 
them, Therefore every scribe who hath been made a 
disciple to the kingdom of God is like unto a man 
that is a householder, which bringeth forth out of his 
treasure things new and old. 



0[ There is nothing covered up, that shall not be re- 
vealed: and hid, that shall not be known. What I tell 
you in the darkness, speak ye in the light: and what 
ye hear in the ear, proclaim upon the housetops. And 
I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid of them which 
kill the body, and after that have no more that they 
can do. 
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35 ^ ear wmr Faith 

o w it came to pass on one of those days, that 
Jesus entered into a boat, himself and his disci- 
ples; and he said unto them, LeTt us go over unto the 
other side of the lake. And leaving the multitude, they 
take him with them, even as he was, in the boat.;. 
And there aristh a great Storm of wind, and the waves 
beat into the boat, insomuch that the boat was now 
filling. And he himself was in the Stern, asleep on 
the cushion. And they awake him, and say unto him, 
Teacher, careSt thou not that we perish? 
And Jesus awoke, and said, Peace, be Still. Why are ye 
fearful? have ye not yt faith? 
And they came to the other side of the sea, into the 
country of the Gerasenes, which is over againSt Galilee. 

-)6 Jesus Teaches at Nazareth 

And when Jesus had crossed over again in the boat 
unto the other side, he comth into his own country; 
and his disciples follow him. And when the sabbath 
was come, he began to teach in the synagogues. 
And many hearing him were astonished, saying, 
Whence hath this man these things? and, What is 
the wisdom that is given unto this man? Is not this 
the carpenter, the son of Mary, and brother of James, 
and Joses, and Judas, and Simon? and are not his sifters 
here with us? 

And they were offended in Jesus. And Jesus said unto 
them, A prophel; is not without honour, save in his

own country, and among his own kin, and in his own 
houses. 

$37 Jesus Teaches Throughout Galilee,; 

And Jesus went about all the cities and the villages, 
teaching in their synagogues. 

$38 Disciples Tour in Galilee^ 

But when Jesus saw the multitudes, he saith unto his 
disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but the la- 
bourers are few. Pray ye therefore the Lord of the har- 
vest, that he send forth labourers into his harvest. 
And Jesus called unto him his twelve disciples, and 
began to send them forth by two and two. And he 
charged them that they should take nothing for their 
journey, save a staff only; no bread, no wallet, no money 
in their purse; for, said he, the labourer is worthy of 
his food. 

And Jesus said unto them, Into whatsoever city or 
village ye shall enter, search out who in it is worthy. 
And as ye enter into the house, salute it. And if the 
house be worthy, let your peace come upon it. There 
abide till ye go forth, eating and drinking such things 
as they give. Go not from house to houses. 
He that receiveth you receiveth me, and he that re- 
ceiveth me receiveth him that sent me_A 
And they went out, and preached that men should 
repent.;. 

}<.) .Fate of John the Baptist-; 

At that season Herod the tetrarch heard the report 
concerning Jesus, and said unto his servants, This is 
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John the Baptist, whom I beheaded; he is risen from 
the dead; and therefore do these powers work in 



For Herod himself had sent forth and laid hold upon 
John, and bound him in prison. For John said unto 
Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy brother's 
wife. And for the sake of Herodias, his brother Philip's 
wife, Herod had sent and beheaded John in the prison. 

$40 Report of Associates on Their Tour 

And the twelve gather themselves together unto Jesus; 
and they told him all things, whatsoever they had 
done, and whatsoever they had taught. And he saith 
unto them, Come ye yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and resit a while. For there were many coming 
and going, and they had no leisure so much as to eat-;. 

41 Jesus Teaching in the Desert-? 

And they went away in the boat to a desert place apart. 
And the people saw them going, and many knew 
them, and they ran there together on foot from all the 
cities, and outwent them_j. 

And Jesus came forth and saw a great multitude, and 
he had compassion on them, because they were as 
sheep not having a shepherd: and he began to teach 
them many things. 

And when the day was now far spent Jesus constrained 
his disciples to enter into the boat, and to go before 
him unto the other side to Bethsaida, while he himself 
sendeth the multitude away. And after he had taken 
leave of them, he departed into the mountain to pray. 
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4 2 Concerning Traditions about Defilement^ 

ND there are gathered together unto Jesus the 
Pharisees, and certain of the scribes, which had 
come from Jerusalem, and had seen that some of his 
disciples ate their bread with defiled, that is, unwashen, 
hands. 

For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, except they wash 
their hands diligently, eat not, holding the tradition 
of the elders: and when they come from the market- 
place, except they wash themselves, they eat not: and 
many other things there be, which they have received 
to hold, washings of cups, and pots, and brasen ves- 
sels. 

And the Pharisees and the scribes ask Jesus, Why walk 
not thy disciples according to the tradition of the 
elders, but eat their bread with defiled hands? 
And Jesus said unto them, Well did Isaiah prophesy 
of you hypocrites, as it is written, 

This people honoureth me with their lips, 

But their heart is far from me. 

But in vain do they worship me, 

Teaching as their doctrines the precepts of men_j. 
Ye leave the commandment of God, and hold fat the 
tradition of men_>. 

And he said unto them, Full well do ye re j eft the com- 
mandment of God, that ye may keep your tradition. 
For Moses said, Honour thy father and thy mother; 
and, He that speakth. evil of father or mother, lelt him 
die the death : but ye say, If a man shall say to his father 

61 



or his mother, That wherewith thou mighteslt have 
been profited by me is Corban, that is to say, Given 
to God; ye no longer suffer him to do aught for his 
father or his mother; making void the word of God 
by your tradition, which ye have delivered: and many 
such like things ye do. 

Q And Jesus called to him the multitude, and said unto 
them, Hear me all of you, and understand: To eat 
with unwashen hands defileth not the man. There is 
nothing from without the man, that going into him 
can defile him: but the things which proceed out of 
the man are those that defile the man_>. 
((And when Jesus was entered into the house from 
the multitude, his disciples asked of him the parable. 
And he saith unto them, Are ye so without under- 
Standing also? Perceive ye not, that whatsoever from 
without goth into the man, it cannot defile him; 
because it goth not into his heart-j. 
And he said, That which proceedeUi out of the man, 
that defileth the man. For from within, out of the heart 
of men, evil thoughts proceed, fornications, thefts, 
murders, adulteries, coverings, wickednesses, deceit, 
lasciviousness, an evil eye, railing, pride, foolishness: 
all these evil things proceed from within, and defile 
the man_>. 

GfThen the disciples said unto Jesus, KnowesT: thou 
that the Pharisees were offended, when they heard that 
saying? But Jesus answered and said, Every plant which 
my Father planted not, shall be rooted up. Lt them 
alone: they are blind guides. And if the blind guide 
the blind, both shall fall into a pit_\ 
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$43 Withdrawal toward Tyre and Sidon_> 

And from thence Jesus arose, and went away into the 
borders of Tyre and Sidon. And he entered into a 
house, and would have no man know it: and he could 
not be hid. 

$44 Return Journey through Decapolis 

And again Jesus went out from the borders of Tyre 
and came through Sidon unto the sea of Galilee, 
through the midst of the borders of Decapolis. 

$45 Pharisees Demand Signs from Jesus 

And the Pharisees came forth, and began to question 
with Jesus, seeking of him a sign from heaven. And 
he sighed deeply in his spirit, and saith, Why doth 
this generation seek a sign? An evil and adulterous 
generation seekth after a sign. Verily I say unto you, 
There shall no sign be given unto this generation.;. 
And he left them, and again entering into the boat 
departed to the other side-;. 

$46 The Leaven of the Pharisees 

And Jesus charged his disciples, saying, Take heed, 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and the leaven 
of Herod. And they reasoned one with another, saying, 
We have no bread. 

Jesus perceiving it saith unto them, Why reason ye, 
because ye have no bread? do ye not yt perceive, 
neither understand? have ye your heart hardened? 
Having eyes, see ye not? and having ears, hear ye 
not? 
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And he said unto them, Do ye not yeT: understand? 
How is it that ye do not perceive that I spake not to 
you concerning bread? But beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees. Then understood they how 
that he bade them not beware of the leaven of bread, 
but of the teaching of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 
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47 Opinion of Disciples about Jesus 

ND Jesus went forth, and his disciples, into the 
villages of Caesarea Philippi: and in the way he 
asked his disciples, saying unto them, Who do men say 
that I am? And they told him, saying, John the Baptist: 
and others, Elijah; but others, One of the prophets. 
And Jesus asked them, But who say ye that I am? Peter 
answereth and saith unto him, Thou art the Christ. 
Then charged Jesus the disciples that they should tell 
no man that he was the Christ. 

$48 Jesus Forecasts Events at Jerusalem-; 

From that time began Jesus to shew unto his disciples, 
how that he must go unto Jerusalem, and be rejected 
by the elders and chief priests and scribes, and be de- 
livered up into the hands of men, and be condemned 
to death, and suffer many things, and be set at nought, 
and be killed. 

And Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, 
Be it far from thee, Master: this shall never be unto 
thee. But Jesus turned, and said unto Peter, Get thee 
behind me, Satan: thou mindest not the things of God, 
but the things of men_j. 

$49 Some Costs of Discipleship 

And Jesus called unto him the multitude with his 
disciples, and said unto them, 
If any man would come after me, let him deny him- 
self. 
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Whosoever would save his life shall lose it; but who- 
soever shall lose his life shall save it_j. 
What is a man profited, if he gain the whole world, 
and lose or forfeit his own self? 

$50 The Problem of Tribute Payment^ 

And when they were come to Capernaum, they that 
received the half-shekel came to Peter, and said, Doth 
not your teacher pay the half-shekel? He saith, Yea. 
And when he came into the house, Jesus spake first to 
him, saying, What thinkest thou, Simon? the kings of 
the earth, from whom do they receive toll or tribute? 
from their sons, or from Strangers? And when he said, 
From strangers, Jesus said unto him, Therefore the 
sons are freej. 

But, lest we cause them to stumble, go thou to the sea, 
and cast a hook, and take up the fish that first cometh 
up: that take, and give unto them for me and thee^>. 

')i Teaching on Greatness 

And when Jesus was in the house at Capernaum, he 
asked them, What were ye reasoning in the way? But 
they held their peace: for they had disputed one with 
another in the way, who was the greatest. 
And Jesus sat down, and called the twelve; and he saith 
unto them, If any man would be first, he shall be last 
of all, and minister of all. 

Salt is good: but if the salt have lost its saltness, where- 
with will ye season it? Have salt in yourselves, and be 
at peace one with another. 
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5 2 Teaching on Tolerances 

John said unto Jesus, Teacher, we saw one cashing out 
devils in thy name: and we forbade him, because he 
followed not with us. But Jesus said, Forbid him not: 
for there is no man which ^shall do a mighty work in 
my name, and be able quickly to speak evil of me. For 
he that is not against us is for us. 

$53 Teaching on Forgiveness 

And Jesus said unto his disciples, Take heed to your- 
selves: if thy brother sin, rebuke him; and if he repent, 
forgive him. And if he sin against thee seven times in 
the day, and seven times turn again to thee, saying, I 
repent; thou shalt forgive him_j. 
Then came Peter, and said to Jesus, How oft shall my 
brother sin against me, Master, and I forgive him? until 
seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I say not unto thee, 
Until seven times; but, Until seventy times seven_j. 

$54 Parable on Forgiveness 

A certain king would make a reckoning with his ser- 
vants. And when he had begun to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, which owed him ten thousand 
talents. But forasmuch as he had not wherewith to pay, 
his master commanded him to be sold, and his wife, 
and children, and all that he had, and payment to be 
made.The servant therefore fell down and worshipped 
him, saying, Master, have patience with me, and I will 
pay thee all. And the master of that servant, being 
moved with compassion, released him, and forgave 
him the debt_j. 



But that servant went out, and found one of his fellow- 
servants, which owed him a hundred pence: and he 
laid hold on him, and took him by the throat, saying, 
Pay what thou bweSt. So his fellow-servant fell down 
and besought him, saying, Have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee. And he would not: but went and 
casit him into prison, till he should pay that which 
was due-;. 

So when his fellow-servants saw what was done, they 
were exceeding sorry, and came and told unto their 
master all that was done. Then his master called him 
unto him, and saith to him, Thou wicked servant, I 
forgave thee all that debt, because thou besoughteslt 
me: shouldeSt not thou also have had mercy on thy 
fellow-servant, even as I had mercy on theej>? 
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5 5 General Statement of Journey 

ND it came to pass when Jesus had finished these 
words, he departed from Galilee. And multitudes 

came together unto him again; and, as he was wont, 

he taught them_>. 

And when the days were well-nigh come that he 

should be received up, Jesus stedfastly set his face to 

go to Jerusalem-;. 

56 Teaching on Tolerances 

And Jesus sent messengers before his face: and they 
went, and entered into a village of the Samaritans, to 
make ready for him. And they did not receive him, 
because his face was as though he were going to Jeru- 
salem. And when his disciples James and John saw 
this, they said, Master, wilt thou that we bid fire to 
come down from heaven, and consume them? But 
Jesus turned, and rebuked them, and said, Ye know 
not what manner of spirit ye are of. And they went to 
another villager. 

$57 Some Tests of Discipleship 

And as they went in the way, a certain man said unto 
Jesus, I will follow thee whithersoever thou goest. And 
Jesus said unto him, The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the heaven have lodging-places; but I have 
not where to lay my head. 

And Jesus said unto another, Follow me. But he said, 
Suffer me first to go and bury my father. But Jesus said

unto him, Leave the dead to bury their own dead. 
And another also said, I will follow thee, Master; but 
first suffer me to bid farewell to them that are at my 
house. But Jesus said unto him, No man, having put 
his hand to the plough, and looking back, is fit for 
the kingdom of God. 

$58 The Way of Eternal Lifej 

And behold, a certain lawyer stood up and questioned 
Jesus, saying, Teacher, what shall I do to inherit eternal 
life? And Jesus said unto him, What is written in the 
law? how readest thou? And he answering said, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with 
all thy mind; and thy neighbour as thyself. And Jesus 
said unto him, Thou hast answered right: this do, and 
thou shalt live-;. 

59 The Definition of Neighbour 

A certain lawyer said untoJesus,Who is my neighbour? 
Jesus made answer and said, 

A certain man was going down from Jerusalem to Jer- 
icho; and he fell among robbers, which both stripped 
him and beat him, and departed, leaving him half dead. 
And by chance a certain priest was going down that 
way: and when he saw him, he passed by on the other 
side. And in like manner a Levite also, when he came 
to the place, and saw him, passed by on the other side. 
But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where 
he was: and when he saw him, he was moved with 
compassion, and came to him, and bound up his 
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wounds, pouring on them oil and wine; and he st 
him on his own beast, and brought him to an inn, 
and took care of him. And on the morrow he took out 
some money, and gave it to the host, and said, Take 
care of him; and whatsoever thou spendest more, I, 
when I come back again, will repay thee^. 
Which of these three, thinkest thou, proved neigh- 
bour unto him that fell among the robbers? And he 
said, He that shewed mercy on him. And Jesus said 
unto him, Go, and do thou likewise-?. 

$60 Many Things vs One Thing 

Now as they went' on their way, Jesus entered into a 
certain village: and a certain woman named Martha 
received him into her house. And she had a sister called 
Mary, which also sat at the Master's feet, and heard his 
word. But Martha was cumbered about much serving; 
and she came up to him, and said, Master, dost thou 
not care that my sister did leave me to serve alone? 
bid her therefore that she help me. But the Master 
answered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, thou art 
anxious and troubled about many things: but one 
thing is needful. 

61 Elements of Prevailing Prayer 

And it came to pass, as Jesus was praying in a certain 
place, that when he ceased, one of his disciples said 
unto him, Master, teach us to pray, even as John also 
taught his disciples. 

And Jesus said unto them, In praying use not vain 
repetitions, as the Gentiles do: for they think that they 
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shall be heard for their much speaking. Be not there- 
fore like unto them: for God your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need of, before ye ask him_>. 
After this manner therefore pray ye: 
Father, 

Hallowed be thy name. 
Thy kingdom come. 

Thy will be done, as in heaven, so on earth. 
Give us day by day our daily bread. 
And forgive us our sins; for we ourselves also forgive 
every one who has wronged us. 
Therefore I say unto you, whensoever ye Stand pray- 
ing, forgive, if ye have aught against any one; that your 
Father also may forgive you your trespasses. 
And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. For every one that asketh receiveth; and he 
that seeketh findeth; and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened. 

And of which of you that is a father shall his son ask 
a loaf, and he give him a stone? or a fish, and he for a 
fish give him a serpent? Or if he shall ask an egg, will 
he give him a scorpion? If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father give good things to them that 
ask him? 

All things whatsoever ye pray and ask for, believe that 
ye have received them, and ye shall have them_>. 

62 Limitations oi: Exorcism^ 

And Jesus was casting out a devil. And it came to pass, 



when the devil was gone out, Jesus said, 
The unclean spirit, when he is gone out of the man, 
passeth through waterless places, seeking resit, and 
findeth it not. Then he saith, I will return into my 
house whence I came out; and when he is come, he 
findeth it empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth 
he, and taketh with himself seven other spirits more 
evil than himself, and they enter in and dwell there: 
and the last State of that man becometh worse than 
the nrt. 

$63 Basis of Real Relationship to Jesus 

And it came to pass, as Jesus said these things, a certain 
woman out of the multitude lifted up her voice, and 
said unto him, Blessed is the womb that bare thee, 
and the breasts which thou didst suck. But Jesus said, 
Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the word of God, 
and keep it_;. 
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$64 Effefts of the Mission of Jesus 

IN THE mean time, when the many thousands of the 
multitude were gathered together, insomuch that 
they trode one upon another, Jesus began to say unto 
his disciples first of all, 

Think ye that I am come to cast peace on the earth? 
I tell you, Nay; but rather division: for there shall be 
from henceforth five in one house divided, three 
against two, and two against three. They shall be 
divided, father against son, and son against father; 
mother against daughter, and daughter against her 
mother; mother in law against her daughter in law, 
and daughter in law against her mother in law. And 
a man's foes shall be they of his own household. 
I came to cast fire upon the earth; and what.will I, if it 
is already kindled? But I have a baptism to be baptized 
with; and how am I straitened till it be accomplished! 

65 The Signs of the Times 

And Jesus said to the multitudes also, When ye see 
a cloud rising in the west, straightway ye say, There 
comelh a shower; and so it cometh to pass. And when 
ye see a south wind blowing, ye say, There will be a 
scorching heat; and it cometh to pass. Ye know how 
to interpret the face of the earth and the heaven; but 
how is it that ye cannot discern the signs of the times? 

66 Warnings of National Disaster 

Now there were some present at that very season 
which told Jesus of the Galilasans, whose blood Pilate 
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had mingled with their sacrifices. And he answered 

and said unto them, 

Think ye that these Galilseans were sinners above all 

the Galileans, because they have suffered these things? 

I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all in 

like manner perish. 

Or those eighteen, upon whom the tower in Siloam 

fell, and killed them, think ye that they were offenders 

above all the men that dwell in Jerusalem? I tell you, 

Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

67 Teaching About Reliance on Wealth 

And one out of the multitude said unto Jesus, Teacher, 
bid my brother divide the inheritance with me. But 
Jesus said unto him, Man, who made me a judge or a 
divider over you? 

And Jesus said unto them, Take heed, and keep your- 
selves from all covtousness: for a man's life consiSteHi 
not in the abundance of the things which he pos- 
sessth. 

And Jesus spake a parable unto them, saying, The 
ground of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully: 
and he reasoned within himself, saying, What shall I 
do, because I have not where to beStow my fruits? And 
he said, This will I do: I will pull down my barns, and 
build greater; and there will I bestow all my corn and 
my goods. And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou haslt 
much goods laid up for many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink, be merry. But God said unto him, Thou foolish 
one, this night is thy soul required of thee; and the 
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things which thou hast prepared, whose shall they be? 
So is he that layeth up treasure for himself, and is not 
rich toward God. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the earth, 
where moth and rust doth consume, and where thieves 
break through and steal: but lay up for yourselves 
treasure in heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth 
consume, and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal: for where thy treasure is, there will thy heart 
be also. 

68 Saying on Light and Darkness 

And when the multitudes were gathering together 

unto Jesus, he began to say, 

The lamp of thy body is thine eye: when thine eye is 

single, thy whole body also is full of light; but when 

it is evil, thy body also is full of darkness. 

Look therefore whether the light that is in thee be 

not darkness. If the light that is in thee be darkness, 

how great is the darkness! 

69 Limits of the Kingdom of God 

And Jesus went on his way through cities and villages, 

teaching, and journeying on unto Jerusalem^. 

And one said unto him, Master, are they few that be 

saved? 

And Jesus said unto them, Strive to enter in by the 

narrow door: for many, I say unto you, shall seek to 

enter in, and shall not be abl^. 

Ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all 

the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and yourselves 
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cast forth without. And they shall come from the east 
and west, and from the north and south, and shall sit 
down in the kingdom of God. 
And behold, there are last which shall be first, and 
there are firslt which shall be last. 

$70 Forecast of his Death by Jesus 

In that very hour there came certain Pharisees, saying 
to Jesus, Gelt thee out, and go hence: for Herod would 
fain kill thee. And he said unto them, Go and say to 
that fox, Behold, I must go on my way to-day and to- 
morrow, and the third day I am perfected: for it can- 
not be that a prophet perish out of Jerusalem.;. 

-/i Teaching in Criticism of Anxiety 

And Jesus said unto his disciples, 

Be not anxious for your life, what ye shall eat, or what 

ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put 

on. Is not the life more than the food, and the body 

than the raiment? 

Behold the birds of the heaven, that they sow not, 

neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; and God 

feedeth them. Are not ye of much more value than 

they? 

And which of you by being anxious can add one 

cubit unto his stature? 

And why are ye anxious concerning raiment? Consider 

the lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil not, 

neither do they spin: yet I say unto you, that even 

Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of 

these. But if God doth so clothe the grass of the field 



which to-day is, and to-morrow is caft into the oven, 
shall he not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith? 

Be not therefore anxious, saying, What shall we eat? 
or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? For after all these things do the Gentiles 
seek. 

Your Father knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things. Seek ye firSt his kingdom, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be added. unto you. 
Be not therefore anxious for the morrow: for the 
morrow will be anxious for itself. Sufficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof. 

72 Teachings at the Table of a Pharisees 

And it came to pass that Jesus went into the house of 
one of the rulers of the Pharisees on a sabbath to eat 
bread. 

And he spake a parable unto those which were bidden, 
when he marked how they chose out the chief seats; 
saying unto them, 

When thou art bidden of any man to a marriage feat, 
sit not down in the chief seat; left haply a more hon- 
ourable man than thou be bidden of him, and he that 
bade thee and him shall come and say to thee, Give 
this man place. But when thou art bidden, go and sit 
down in the lowest place; that when he that hath bid- 
den thee comeTh, he may say to thee, Friend, go up 
higher. For every one that exalt&h himself shall be 
humbled; and he that humbldith himself shall be 
exalted. 
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And he said to him also that had bidden him, When 
thou makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy friends, 
nor thy brethren, nor thy kinsmen, nor rich neigh- 
bours; lest haply they also bid thee again, and a recom- 
pense be made thee. But when thou makest a feast, 
bid the poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind: and thou 
shalt be blessed; because they have not wherewith to 
recompense trices. 

$73 The Cots of Discipleship 

Now there went with Jesus great multitudes: and he 
turned, and said unto them, 

If any man cometh unto me, and hateth not his own 
father, and mother, and wife, and children, and breth- 
ren, and sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot 
be my disciples. 

For which of you, desiring to build a tower, doth not 
first sit down and count the cost, whether he have 
wherewith to complete it? Left haply, when he hath 
laid a foundation, and is not able to finish, all that 
behold begin to mock him, saying, This man began 
to build, and was not able to finish. 
Or what king, as he goeth to encounter another king 
in war, will not sit down firslt and take counsel whether 
he is able with ten thousand to meet him that cometh 
against him with twenty thousand? Or else, while the 
other is yet a great way off, he sendeth an ambassage, 
and asketh conditions of peaces. 
So therefore whosoever he be of you that renounceth 
not all that he hath, he cannot be my disciple-?. 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
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$74 Parables on the Worth of Sinners 

ow all the publicans and sinners were drawing 
near unto Jesus for to hear him. And both the 
Pharisees and the scribes murmured, saying, This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them_j. 
And Jesus spake unto them these parables, saying, 
CJ What man of you, having a hundred sheep, and 
having loft one of them, doth not leave the ninety 
and nine in the wilderness, and go after that which is 
loft, until he find it? And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he 
cometh home, he calleth together his friends and his 
neighbours, saying unto them, Rejoice with me, for I 
have found my sheep which was loft. I say unto you, 
that even so there shall be joy in heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth. 

Q( Or what woman having ten pieces of silver, if she 
lose one piece, doth not light a lamp, and sweep the 
house, and seek diligently until she find it? And when 
she hath found it, she calleth. together her friends and 
neighbours, saying, Rejoice with me, for I have found 
the piece which I had loft. Even so, I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of the angels of God over 
one sinner that repenteth. 

Q And he said, A certain man had two sons: and the 
younger of them said to his father, Father, give me 
the portion of thy substance that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto them his living. And not many days 
after the younger son gathered all together, and took 



his journey into a far country; and there he wasted 
his substance with riotous living. And when he had 
spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that country; 
and he began to be in want. And he went and joined 
himself to one of the citizens of that country; and he 
sent him into his fields to feed swine. And he would 
fain have been filled with the husks that the swine did 
eat: and no man gave unto him. But when he came 
to himself he said, How many hired servants of my 
father's have bread enough and to spare, and I perish 
here with hunger! I will arise and go to my father, 
and will say unto him, Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and in thy sight: I am no more worthy to be 
called thy son: make me as one of thy hired servants. 
And he arose, and came to his father. But while he was 
yet afar off, his father saw him, and was moved with 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him. And the son said unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy sight: I am no more worthy 
to be called thy son. But the father said to his servants, 
Bring forth quickly the best robe, and put it on him; 
and put a ring on his hand, and shoes on his feet: and 
bring the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat, and make 
merry: for this my son was dead, and is alive again; he 
was lost, and is found. And they began to be merry. 
Now his elder son was in the field: and as he came and 
drew nigh to the house, he heard music and dancing. 
And he called to him one of the servants, and inquired 
what these things might be. And he said unto him, Thy 
brother is come; and thy father hath killed the fatted 
calf, because he hath received him safe and sound. But 
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he was angry, and would not go in: and his father came 
out, and intreated him. But he answered and said to 
his father, Lo, these many years do I serve thee, and I 
never transgressed a commandment of thine: and yt 
thou never gavesit me a kid, that I might make merry 
with my friends: but when this thy son came, which 
hath devoured thy living with harlots, thou killedSi for 
him the fatted calf. And he said unto him, Son, thou 
art ever with me, and all that is mine is thine. But it 
was meelt to make merry and be glad: for this thy 
brother was dead, and is alive again; and was loSi, and 
is found. 

75 God versus Mammon_> 

And Jesus said also unto the disciples, No servant can 
serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; or else he will hold to one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon_j. 
And the Pharisees, who were lovers of money, heard 
all these things; and they scoffed at Jesus. And he said 
unto them, Ye are they that justify yourselves in the 
sight of men; but God knowdth your hearts: for that 
which is exalted among men is an abomination in the 
sight of God. 

$76 Parable on the Futility of Duty 

And Jesus said unto his disciples, Who is there of you, 
having a servant plowing or keeping sheep, that will 
say unto him, when he is come in from the field, Come 
Straightway and sit down to meat; and will not rather 
say unto him, Make ready wherewith I may sup, and 
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gird thyself,and serve me, till I have eaten and drunken; 
and afterward thou shalt eat and drink? Doth he thank 
the servant because he did the things that were com- 
manded? Even so ye also, when ye shall have done all 
the things that are commanded you, say, We are un- 
profitable servants; we have done that which it was 
our duty to do. 

$77 Several Sayings of Jesus 

QThe law and the prophets were until John: from that 
time the gospel of the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man entereTih violently into it. But it is easier 
for heaven and earth to pass away, than for one tittle 
of the law to fall. 

Q[Is it lawful on the sabbath day to do good, or to do 
harm? to save a life, or to kill? What man shall there 
be of you, that shall have one sheep, and if this fall 
into a pit on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold on 
it, and lift it out? How much then is a man of more 
value than a sheep! Wherefore it is lawful to do good 
on the sabbath day. 

Q[He that is not with me is against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me scatterelih. 
(I Beware of false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, but inwardly are ravening wolves. 

-/8 Parable on Deferred Judgement.? 

And Jesus spake this parable; A certain man had a fig 
tree planted in his vineyard; and he came seeking fruit 
thereon, and found none. And he said unto the vine- 
dresser, Behold, these three years I come seeking fruit 
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on this fig tree, and find none: cut it down; why doth 
it also cumber the ground? And he answering saith 
unto him, Sir, lt it alone this year also, till I shall dig 
about it, and manure it: and if it bear fruit thenceforth, 
well; but if not, thou shalt cut it down_>. 

$79 Time of the Kingdom of God 

And it came to pass, as Jesus was on the way to 
Jerusalem, that he was passing through the midsT: of 
Samaria and Galilee. 

And being asked by the Pharisees, when the kingdom 
of God comelth, Jesus answered them and said, The 
kingdom of God comth not with observation: neither 
shall they say, Lo, here! or, There! for lo, the kingdom 
of God is in the midsT: of you. 
And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, There 
be some here of them that sltand by, which shall in no 
wise tate of death, till they see the kingdom of God 
come with power. 

$80 Parables on Importunity in Prayer 

And. Jesus spake a parable unto them to the end that 
they ought always to pray, and not to faint; saying, 
There was in a city a judge, which feared not God, and 
regarded not man: and there was a widow in that city; 
and she came oft unto him, saying, Do me justice of 
mine adversary. And he would not for a while: but 
afterward he said within himself, Though I fear not 
God, nor regard man; yet because this widow troublelth 
me, I will do her justice, left she wear me out by her 
continual coming. 
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And Jesus said unto them, Which of you shall have a 
friend, and shall go unto him at midnight, and say to 
him, Friend, lend me three loaves; for a friend of mine 
is come to me from a journey, and I have nothing to 
sel: before him; and he from within shall answer and 
say, Trouble me not: the door is now shut, and my 
children are with me in bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee? I say unto you, Though he will not rise and 
give him, because he is his friend, yt because of his 
importunity he will arise and give him as many as he 
needeth. 

81 Several Sayings of Jesus 

(JHave faith in God. All things are possible to him 

that believth. If ye have faith as a grain of mustard 

seed, ye would say unto this sycamine tree, Be thou 

rooted up, and be thou planted in the sea; and it would 

have obeyed you. 

({A city sel: on a hill cannot be hid. Even so let your 

light shine before men, that they may see your good 

works, and glorify your Father. 

(I Give, and it shall be given unto you; good measure, 

pressed down, shaken together, running over. For 

with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured unto 

you. Freely ye received, freely give^?. 

QjVerily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it unto 

one of these my brethren, even these least, ye did it 

unto me.;. 

82 Parable on the Basis of justiii cation^ 

And Jesus spake also this parable unto certain which 
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trusted in themselves that they were righteous, and 
set all others at nought: 

Two men went up into the temple to pray; the one a 
Pharisee, and the other a publican. The Pharisee stood 
and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as the resit of men, extortioners, unjust, 
adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast twice in the 
week; I give tithes of all that I get. But the publican, 
standing afar off, would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote his breast, saying, God, 
be merciful to me a sinner. 

I say unto you, This man went down to his house 
justified rather than the other. 
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$83 Teachings About Divorcee 

ND there came Pharisees unto Jesus, and asked 
him, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife? 
And Jesus answered and said unto them, What did 
Moses command you? And they said, Moses suffered 
to write a bill of divorcement, and to put her away. 
But Jesus said unto them, For your hardness of heart 
he wrote you this commandment.;. 
But from the beginning of the creation, Male and 
female made he them. For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife; and 
the twain shall become one flesh: so that they are no 
more twain, but one flesh. What therefore God hath 
joined together, lt not man put asunder. 
((And in the house the disciples asked Jesus again of 
this matter. And he saith unto them, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, and marry another, committth 
adultery: and if she herself shall put away her husband, 
and marry another, she committel:h adultery. 

$84 Essential for Entrance into Kingdom__> 

And they brought unto Jesus little children: and the 
disciples rebuked them. But when Jesus saw it, he was 
moved with indignation, and said unto them, Suffer 
the little children to come unto me; forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto 
you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God 
as a little child, he shall in no wise enter therein-;. 
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$85 Relation of Possessions to Eternal Life-; 

And as Jesus was going forth into the way, there ran 
one to him, and kneeled to him, and asked him, Good 
Teacher, what shall I do that I may inherit eternal life? 
And Jesus said unto him, Why callest thou me good? 
none is good save one, even God. Thou knowest the 
commandments, Do not kill, Do not commit adultery, 
Do not steal, Do not bear false witness, Do not defraud, 
Honour thy father and mother. 
And he said unto him, Teacher, all these things have 
I observed from my youth. And Jesus looking upon 
him loved him, and said unto him, One thing thou 
lackest: go, sell whatsoever thou hast, and give to 
the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven: and 
come, follow me. But his countenance fell at the say- 
ing, and he went away sorrowful: for he was one that 
had great possessions. 

Q( And Jesus looked round about, and saith unto his 
disciples, How hardly shall they that have riches enter 
into the kingdom of God! It is easier for a camel to 
go through a needle's eye, than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

And the disciples were amazed at his words. But Jesus 
answereth again, and saith unto them, Children, how 
hard is it to enter into the kingdom of God! 
C| Peter began to say unto him, Lo, we have left all, 
and have followed thee. Jesus said, Verily I say unto 
you, There is no man that hath left house, or brethren, 
or sisters, or mother, or father, or wife, or children, 
or lands, but he shall receive a hundredfold now in 
this time, and shall inherit eternal life.;. 
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86 Parable on the Basis of Reward 

A householder went out early in the morning to hire 
labourers into his vineyard. And when he had agreed 
with the labourers for a denarius a day, he sent them 
into his vineyard. And he went out about the third 
hour, and saw others Standing in the marketplace idle; 
and to them he said, Go ye also into the vineyard, and 
whatsoever is right I will give you. And they went 
their way. Again he went out about the sixth and the 
ninth hour, and did likewise. And about the eleventh 
hour he went out, and found others Standing; and he 
saith unto them, Why Stand ye here all the day idle? 
They say unto him, Because no man hath hired us. He 
saith unto them, Go ye also into the vineyard. 
And when even was come, the owner of the vineyard 
saith unto his Steward, Call the labourers, and pay 
them their hire, beginning from the last unto the first. 
And when they came that were hired about the elev- 
enth hour, they received every man a denarius. And 
when the first came, they supposed that they would 
receive more; and they likewise received every man a 
denarius. And when they received it, they murmured 
againSt the householder, saying, These last have spent 
but one hour, and thou haSt made them equal unto 
us, which have borne the burden of the day and the 
scorching heat. But he answered and said to one of 
them, Friend, I do thee no wrong : didst not thou agree 
with me for a denarius? Take up that which is thine, 
and go thy way; it is my will to give unto this last, 
even as unto thee^. 
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87 Teaching on Standards of Greatness 

And they were in the way, going up to Jerusalem; and 
Jesus was going before them: and they were amazed; 
and they that followed were afraid. 
CJ And there come near unto him James and John, the 
sons of Zebedee, saying unto him, Teacher, we would 
that thou shouldest do for us whatsoever we shall ask 
of thee. And Jesus said unto them, What would ye 
that I should do for you? And they said unto him, 
Grant unto us that we may sit, one on thy right hand, 
and one on thy left hand, in thy kingdom.-.. 
But Jesus said unto them, Ye know not what ye ask. 
Are ye able to drink the cup that I drink? or to be 
baptized with the baptism that I am baptized with? 
And they said unto him, We are able. And Jesus said 
unto them, The cup that I drink ye shall drink; and 
with the baptism that I am baptized withal shall ye be 
baptized: but to sit on my right hand or on my left 
hand is not mine to give_A 

CJ And when the ten heard it, they began to be moved 
with indignation concerning James and John. And 
Jesus called them to him, and saith unto them, Ye 
know that they which are accounted to rule over the 
Gentiles lord it over them; and their great ones exer- 
cise authority over them. But it is not so among you: 
but whosoever would become great among you, shall 
be your minister: and whosoever would be first among 
you, shall be servant of all. 

For whether is greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he 
that serveth? is not he that sitteth at meat? but I am 
in the midst of you as he that serveth. 
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$88 The Rich Publican of Jericho 

And Jesus entered and was passing through Jericho. 
And behold, a man called by name Zacchasus ; and he 
was a chief publican, and he was rich. And he sought 
to see Jesus who he was ; and could not for the crowd, 
because he was little of Stature. And he ran on before, 
and climbed up into a sycamore tree to see him: for 
he was to pass that way. 

And when Jesus came to the place, he looked up, and 
said unto him, Zacchseus, make haste, and come down; 
for to-day I must abide at thy house. And he made 
haste, and came down, and received Jesus joyfully. 
And when they saw it, they all murmured, saying, He 
is gone in to lodge with a man that is a sinner. 
And Zacchseus Stood, and said unto the Master, Be- 
hold, Master, the half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have wrongfully exacted aught of any man, 
I restore fourfold. 

And Jesus said unto him, To-day is salvation come to 
this house, forasmuch as he also is a son of Abraham. 

89 Time of the Kingdom of God 

And as they heard these things, Jesus added and spake 
a parable, because he was nigh to Jerusalem, and be- 
cause they supposed that the kingdom of God was 
immediately to appear. 

Jesus said therefore, A certain nobleman went into a 
far country. And he called ten servants of his, and 
gave them ten pounds, and said unto them, Trade ye 
herewith till I come. And it came to pass, when he was 
come back again, that he commanded these servants, 
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unto whom he had given the money, to be called to 
him, that he might know what they had gained by 
trading. And the first came before him, saying, Sir, thy 
pound hath made ten pounds more. And he said unto 
him, Well done, thou good servant: because thou wast 
found faithful in a very little, have thou authority over 
ten cities. And the second came, saying, Thy pound, 
Sir, hath made five pounds. And he said unto him 
also, Be thou also over five cities. And another came, 
saying, Sir, behold, here is thy pound, which I kept 
laid up in a napkin: for I feared thee, because thou 
art an austere man: thou takest up that thou layedst not 
down, and reapest that thou didst not sow. He saith 
unto him, Out of thine own mouth will I judge thee. 
Thou knewest that I am an austere man, taking up that 
I laid not down, and reaping that I did not sow; then 
wherefore gavest thou not my money into the bank, 
and I, on my return, should have required it with 
interest? And he said unto them that stood by, Take 
away -from him the pound, and give it unto him that 
hath the ten pounds. 

And when Jesus had thus spoken, he went on before, 
going up to Jerusalem.;. 
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$90 Jesus Enters Jerusalem as Popular Leader 

ND as Jesus was now drawing nigh untojerusalem, 
even at the descent of the mount of Olives, the 
whole multitude of the disciples began to rejoice and 
praise God with a loud voice for all the mighty works 
which they had seen ; saying, Blessed is he that comelh 
in the name of the Lord: peace in heaven, and glory 
in the highest. 

And some of the Pharisees from the multitude said 
unto him, Teacher, rebuke thy disciples. And he an- 
swered and said, I tell you that, if these shall hold their 
peace, the sitones will cry our_j. 
And when Jesus drew nigh unto Jerusalem, he saw 
the city and wept over it, saying, 
O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killth the prophets, 
and stoneth them that are sent unto her! how often 
would I have gathered thy children together, even as 
a hen gatherth her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is left unto you deso- 
late, till ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord. 

If thou hadsT: known in this day, even thou, the things 
which belong unto peace ! but now they are hid from 
thine eyes. For the days shall come upon thee, when 
thine enemies shall cast up a bank about thee, and 
compass thee round, and keep thee in on every side, 
and shall dash thee to the ground, and thy children 
within thee; and they shall not leave in thee one Stone 
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upon another; because thou knewest not the time of 

thy visitation-j. 

And when Jesus was come into Jerusalem, all the city 

was stirred, saying, Who is this? And the multitudes 

said, This is the prophet, Jesus, from Nazareth of 

Galilee^. 

And he entered into Jerusalem, into the temple; and 

when he had looked round about upon all things, it 

being now eventide, he went out unto Bethany with 

the twelves. 

$91 Jesus Casts Commerce from the Temples 

And on the morrow they come to Jerusalem: and Jesus 
entered into the temple, and began to cast out them 
that sold and them that bought in the temple, and 
overthrew the tables of the money-changers, and the 
seats of them that sold the doves; and he would not 
suffer that any man should carry a vessel through the 
temples. 

And Jesus taught, and said unto them, Is it not written, 
My house shall be called a house of prayer for all the 
nations? but ye have made it a den of robbers. 

c)2 Jesus Teaches in the Temples 

And Jesus was teaching daily in the temple. But the 
chief priests and the scribes and the principal men 
of the people sought to destroy him, for they feared 
him. And they could not find what they might do; for 
the people all hung upon him, listening. For all the 
multitude was astonished at his teaching. And every 
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evening he went forth out of the city to Bethany, and 
lodged there^. 

93 Jewish Rulers Challenge Authority of Jesus 

And they come again to Jerusalem: and as Jesus was 
teaching the people in the temple, there come to him 
the chief prieSts, and the scribes, and the elders; and 
they said unto him, Tell us: By what authority doeslt 
thou these things? or who gave thee this authority? 
And Jesus said unto them, I will ask of you one 
question, and answer me, and I will tell you by what 
authority I do these things. The baptism of John, was 
it from heaven, or from men? answer me_;. 
And they reasoned with themselves, saying, If we shall 
say, From heaven; he will say, Why then did ye not 
believe him? But if we shall say, From men; all the 
people will Stone us : for they be persuaded that John 
was a prophelL 

And they answered Jesus and say, We know not. 
And Jesus saith unto them, Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things. 

94 Parables in Condemnation of Jewish Leaders 

And Jesus began to speak unto them in parables: 
<3[A man had two sons; and he came to the firSt, and 
said, Son, go work to-day in the vineyard. And he an- 
swered and said, I will not: but afterward he repented 
himself, and went. And he came to the second, and 
said likewise. And he answered and said, I go, sir: 
and went not_>. 
What think ye? Whether of the twain did the will 
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of his father? They say, The first. 
Jesus saith unto them, Verily I say unto you, that the 
publicans and the harlots go into the kingdom of 
God before you. For John came unto you in the way 
of righteousness, and ye believed him not: but the 
publicans and the harlots believed him: and ye, when 
ye saw it, did not even repent yourselves afterward, 
that ye might believe him_j. 

Q[Hear another parable: There was a man that was 
a householder, which planted a vineyard, and set a 
hedge about it, and digged a pit for the winepress in 
it, and built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went into another country. And at the season of 
the fruits he sent to the husbandmen a servant, that 
he might receive from the husbandmen of the fruits 
of the vineyard. And they took him, and beat him, and 
sent him away empty. And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and him they wounded in the head, 
and handled shamefully, and sent him away empty. 
And he sent another; and him they killed: and many 
others; beating some, and killing some. And the owner 
of the vineyard said, What shall I do? I will send my 
son: it may be they will reverence him. But when the 
husbandmen saw him, they reasoned one with another, 
saying, This is the heir: let us kill him, and take his 
inheritance. And they cast him forth out of the vine- 
yard, and killed him. What therefore will the owner 
of the vineyard do unto them? He will come and 
destroy these husbandmen, and will give the vineyard 
unto others. 
C!( And Jesus spake again a parable unto them, saying, 



no 



A certain king made a marriage feast for his son, and 
sent forth his servants to call them that were bidden 
to the marriage feast: and they would not come. Again 
he sent forth other servants, saying, Tell them that are 
bidden, Behold, I have made ready my dinner: my 
oxen and my fadings are killed, and all things are 
ready: come to the marriage feast. But they made light 
of it, and went their ways, one to his own farm, another 
to his merchandise. Then saith he to his servants, The 
wedding is ready, but they that were bidden were 
not worthy. Go ye therefore unto the partings of the 
highways, and as many as ye shall find, bid to the 
marriage feast. And those servants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all as many as they 
found: and the wedding was filled with guests. 
(JAnd when the chief priests and the scribes and the 
Pharisees heard his parables, they perceived that he 
spake the parables against them. And when they 
sought to lay hold on him in that very hour, they 
feared the multitudes, because they took Jesus for a 
prophet. 

95 Efforts to Accumulate Evidence Against Jesus 

And they watched Jesus, and sent forth spies, which 
feigned themselves to be righteous, that they might 
take hold of his speech, so as to deliver him up to the 
rule and to the authority of the governor. 
And when they were come, they say unto him,Teacher, 
we know that thou art true, and sayest and teachest 
rightly, and carest not for any one: for thou regardest 
not the person of men> but of a truth teachest the way 
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of God. Tell us therefore, What thinkeslt thou? Is it 
lawful for us to give tribute unto Caesar, or not? Shall 
we give, or shall we not give? 
But Jesus perceived their craftiness, and said, Shew 
me the tribute money. And they brought unto him a 
denarius. And he saith unto them, Whose is this image 
and superscription? They say unto him, Csesar's. Then 
saith he unto them, Render unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's; and unto God the things that are 
God's. 

And they were not able to take hold of the saying 
before the people: and they marvelled at his answer, 
and held their peaces. 

(f And there came to Jesus certain of the Sadducees, 
they which say that there is no resurrection; and they 
asked him, saying, Teacher, Moses wrote unto us, that 
if a man's brother die, having a wife, and he be child- 
less, his brother should take the wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. There were seven brethren : and the 
firSl took a wife, and died childless; and the second; 
and the third took her; and likewise the seven also 
left no children, and died. Afterward the woman also 
died. In the resurrection whose wife of them shall she 
be? for the seven had her to wife-?. 
Jesus said unto them, Is it not for this cause that ye 
err, that ye know not the scriptures, nor the power of 
God? The sons of this world marry, and are given in 
marriage: but they that are accounted worthy to attain 
to that world, and the resurrection from the dead, 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage : for neither 
can they die any more: for they are equal unto the 
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angels; and are sons of God, being sons of the resur- 
rection_j. 

But that the dead are raised, even Moses shewed when 
he calleth the Lord the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. Now he is not the 
God of the dead, but of the living: for all live unto 
him. Ye do greatly err. 

And when the multitudes heard it, they were aston- 
ished at his teaching. 

CI( And the scribes and the Pharisees bring a woman 
taken in adultery; and having set her in the midst, they 
say unto him, Teacher, this woman hath been taken 
in adultery, in the very aft. Now in the law Moses 
commanded us to stone such: what then sayestthou 
of her? 

And this they said, trying him, that they might have 
whereof to accuse him_j. 

But Jesus stooped down, and with his finger wrote 
on the ground. But when they continued asking him, 
he lifted up himself, and said unto them, He that is 
without sin among you, let him first cast a stone at her. 
And again he stooped down, and with his finger wrote 
on the ground. And they, when they heard it, went out 
one by one, beginning from the eldest, even unto the 
last: and Jesus was left alone, and the woman, where 
she was, in the midst. And Jesus lifted up himself, and 
said unto her, Woman, where are they? did no man 
condemn thee? And she said, No man, Master. And 
Jesus said, Neither do I condemn thee: go thy way; 
from henceforth sin no more-?. 
CI[ And one of the scribes came, and heard them ques- 



tioning togther,and knowing that Jesus had answered 
them well, asked him a question: Teacher, What com- 
mandment is the firslt of all? 

Jesus answered, The first is, Hear, O Israel; The Lord 
our God, the Lord is one : and thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy Strength. The 
second is this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. There is none other commandment greater than 
theses. 

And the scribe said unto Jesus, Of a truth, Teacher, 
thou hast well said that he is one; and there is none 
other but he: and to love him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with all the strength, 
and to love his neighbour as himself, is much more 
than all whole burnt offerings and sacrifices. 
And when Jesus saw that he answered discreetly, he 
said unto him, Thou art not far from the kingdom 
of God. 
And no man after that durst ask Jesus any question.;. 
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96 Discourse in Condemnation of Scribes and 
Pharisees 



spake Jesus to the multitudes and to his 
1 disciples, saying, Beware of the scribes, which 
desire to walk in long robes : they make broad their 
phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of their garments. 
They love the chief place at feasts, and the chief seats 
in the synagogues, and the salutations in the market- 
places. They devour widows' houses, even while for 
a pretence they make long prayers. All their works 
they do for to be seen of men_j. 
They love to be called of men, Rabbi. But be not ye 
called Rabbi: for one is your teacher, and all ye are 
brethren. Neither be ye called Master: for one is your 
master. And call no man your father on the earth: for 
one is your Father. 

Whosoever shall exalt himself shall be humbled; and 
whosoever shall humble himself shall be exalted. He 
that is greatest among you shall be your minister. 
(][ Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye lade men with burdens grievous to be borne, and 
ye yourselves touch not the burdens with one of your 
fingers. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! be- 
cause ye shut the kingdom of God against men: for 
ye enter not in yourselves, neither suffer ye them that 
are entering in to enter. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye compass sea and land to make one proselyte; and 
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when he is become so, ye make him twofold more 
a son of hell than yourselves. 

Woe unto you, ye blind guides, which say, Whosoever 
shall swear by the temple, it is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the temple, he is bound by 
his oath. Ye fools and blind: for whether is greater, 
the gold, or the temple that hath sanctified the gold? 
And, Whosoever shall swear by the altar, it is nothing; 
but whosoever shall swear by the gift that is upon it, 
he is bound by his oath. Ye blind: for whether is 
greater, the gift, or the altar that sanftifieth the gift? 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye tithe mint and anise and cummin, and have left 
undone the weightier matters of the law, justice, and 
mercy, and integrity. Ye blind guides, which strain 
out the gnat, and swallow the camel. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye cleanse the outside of the cup and of the platter, 
but within they are full from extortion and excess. 
Thou blind Pharisee, cleanse first the inside of the 
cup and of the platter, that the outside thereof may 
become clean also. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for 
ye are like unto whited sepulchres, which outwardly 
appear beautiful, but inwardly are full of dead men's 
bones, and of all uncleanness. Ye outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but inwardly ye are full of hy- 
pocrisy and iniquity. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye build the sepulchres of the prophets, and garnish 
the tombs of the righteous, and say, If we had been 
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in the days of our fathers, we should not have been 
partakers with them in the blood of the prophets. 
Wherefore ye witness to yourselves, that ye are sons 
of them that slew the prophets. Fill ye up then the 
measure of your fathers. 

QjAnd the scribes and the Pharisees began to press 
upon Jesus vehemently, and to provoke him to speak 
of many things; laying wait for him, to catch some- 
thing out of his mouth. 

$97 The True Tet of Giving 

And Jesus sat down over against the treasury, and be- 
held how the multitude cast money into the treasury: 
and many that were rich cast in much. And there came 
a poor widow, and she cast in small copper coins. 
And Jesus called unto him his disciples, and said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, This poor widow cast in 
more than all they which are casting into the treasury: 
for they all did cast in of their superfluity; but she of 
her want did cast in all that she had.

ND as Jesus went forth out of the temple, one 
of his disciples saith unto him, Teacher, behold, 
what manner of Stones and what manner of build- 
ings! 

And Jesus said unto him, Seest thou these great build- 
ings? there shall not be left here one Stone upon 
another, which shall not be thrown dowru>. 
(| And as Jesus sat on the mount of Olives over against 
the temple, Peter and James and John and Andrew 
asked him privately, Tell us, when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign when these things are 
about to be accomplished? 

(f And Jesus began to say unto them, When ye shall 
hear of wars and rumours of wars, be not troubled: 
these things must needs come to pass. For nation shah 1 
rise againt nation, and kingdom against kingdom: 
there shall be famines and pestilences. These things 
are the beginning of travail: but the end is not yet. 
QjBut when ye see the abomination of desolation 
standing where he ought not (let him that readth 
understand), then let them that are in Judaea flee unto 
the mountains. And lelt them that are in the midst of 
Jerusalem depart out. And lt not them that are in the 
country enter therein. For these are days of vengeance. 
Woe unto them that are with child and to them that 
give suck in those days ! And pray ye that your flight 
be not in the winter. For those days shall be tribu- 
lation, such as there hath not been the like from the 
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beginning of the creation which God created until 

now, and never shall be-?. 

<]}Now from the fig tree learn her parable: when her 

branch is now become tender, and putteth forth its 

leaves, ye know that the summer is nigh. Verily I say 

unto you, This generation shall not pass away, until 

all these things be accomplished. 

Q[The days will come, when ye shall desire to see the 

Day of the Son of man, and ye shall not see it. And 

they shall say to you, Lo, there! Lo, here I go not away, 

nor follow after them.;. 

Take heed that no man lead you astray. For many 

shall come, saying, I am the Christ; and, The time is 

at hand. They shall lead many astray. Go ye not after 

them_>. 

0[For as the lightning, when it 

lighteneth out of the one part under the heaven, 
shineth unto the other part under heaven; 

so shall the Son of man be in his Day. 

As it came to pass in the days of Noah, 

even so shall it be also in the Day of the Son of man. 
They ate, they drank, they married, they were given 
in marriage, until the day that Noah entered into 
the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 

Likewise even as it came to pass in the days of Lot; 
They ate, they drank, they bought, they sold, they 
planted, they builded; but in the day that Lot went 
out from Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from 
heaven, and destroyed them all. 

After the same manner shall it be in the Day that the 

Son of man is revealed. 
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In that day, 

he which shall be on the housetop, 

and his goods in the house, lei him not go down 
to take them away: and let 

him that is in the field 

likewise not return back. 
In that night 

there shall be two men on one bed; 

the one shall be taken, and the other shall be left: 

there shall be two women grinding together; 

the one shall be taken, and the other shall be left. 
Q[And they answering say unto Jesus, 

Where, Master? 
And Jesus said unto them, 

Where the carcase is, thither will the vultures also 

be gathered together. 

QJBut of that Day knowth no one, not even the angels 
in heaven, neither the Son, but the Father. 
Take ye heed: for ye know not when the time is. 
It is as when ten virgins took their lamps, and went 
forth to me6t the bridegroom. And five of them were 
foolish, and five were wise. For the foolish, when they 
took their lamps, took no oil with them: but the wise 
took oil in their vessels with their lamps. Now while 
the bridegroom tarried, they all slumbered and slept. 
But at midnight there is a cry, Behold, the bridegroom! 
Come ye forth to meet him. Then all those virgins 
arose, and trimmed their lamps. And the foolish said 
unto the wise, Give us of your oil; for our lamps are 
going out. But the wise answered, saying, Peradven- 
ture there will not be enough for us and you: go ye 



rather to them that sell, and buy for yourselves. And 
while they went away to buy, the bridegroom earner. 
Q( Take ye heed to yourselves: for they shall deliver you 
up to councils; and in synagogues shall ye be beaten; 
and before governors and kings shall ye Stand. It shall 
turn unto you for a testimony. 
And when they lead you to judgement, and deliver 
you up, be not anxious beforehand what ye shall speak: 
but whatsoever shall be given you in that hour, that 
speak ye. For it is not ye that speak, but the Spirit of 
your Father that speaketh in you. 
And brother shall deliver up brother to death, and 
the father his child; and children shall rise up against 
parents, and cause them to be put to death. And ye 
shall be hated of all men. In your patience ye shall 
win your lives. 

Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of 
wolves: be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless 
as doves. 

A disciple is not above his teacher. It is enough for the 
disciple that he be as his teacher. If they have called 
the master of the house Beelzebub, how much more 
shall they call them of his household! 
There is nothing covered up, that shall not be revealed: 
and hid, that shall not be known. What I tell you in 
the darkness, speak ye in the light: and what ye hear 
in the ear, proclaim upon the housetops. 
And I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid of them 
which kill the body, and after that have no more that 
they can do. Are not five sparrows sold for two far- 
things? and not one of them is forgotten in the sight of 
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God. But the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear not: ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
Every one who shall confess me before men, him will 
I also confess before my Father. But whosoever shall 
deny me before men, him will I also deny before my 
Father He that hearth you hearth me; and he that 
rejeaah you rejea&h me; and he that rejedieth me 
rejetth him that sent me-;. 

(J For it is as when a man, going into another country, 
called his own servants, and delivered unto them his 
goods. And unto one he gave five talents, and to an- 
other two, to another one; to each according to his 
several ability; and he went on his journey. 
Straightway he that received the five talents went and 
traded with them, and made other five talents. In like 
manner he also that received the two gained other two. 
But he that received the one went away and digged 
in the earth, and hid his master's money. 
Now after a long time the master of those servants 
comelih, and makelth a reckoning with them_j. 
And he that received the five talents came and brought 
other five talents, saying, Sir, thou deliveredSt unto me 
five talents: lo, I have gained other five talents. His 
master said unto him, Well done, good and faithful 
servant: thou haSt been faithful over a few things, I 
will sel: thee over many things. 
And he also that received the two talents came and 
said, Sir, thou delivered^ unto me two talents: lo, I 
have gained other two talents. His master said unto 
him, Well done, good and faithful servant; thou haslt 
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been faithful over a few things, I will set thee over 
many things. 

And he also that had received the one talent came 
and said, Sir, I knew thee that thou art a hard man, 
reaping where thou didst not sow, and gathering 
where thou didslt not scatter: and I was afraid, and 
went away and hid thy talent in the earth: lo, thou 
hast thine own.

r ow after two days was the feast of the passover 
and the unleavened bread.

But they said, Not during the 
feast, lest haply there shall be a tumult of the peoples. 
And Judas Iscariot, he that was one of the twelve, 
went away unto the chief priests, that he might deliver 
Jesus unto them. And they, when they heard it, were 
glad, and promised to give him money. And he sought 
how he might conveniently deliver Jesus unto them 
in the absence of the multitudes. 

$101 The Passover with the Disciples 

And the day of unleavened bread came, on which the 
passover must be sacrificed. And Jesus sent Peter and 
John, saying, Go and make ready for us the passover, 
that we may eat. And they said unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we make ready? And Jesus said, Go into the 
city to such a man, and say unto him, The Teacher 
saith, My time is at hand; I keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples.

And they come unto a place which was named Gth- 
semane: and Jesus saith unto his disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I pray. And he tak6th with him Peter and James 
and John, and began to be greatly agitated, and sore 
troubled. And he saith unto them, My soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful even unto death: abide ye here, and 
watch. 

And Jesus went forward a little, and fell on the ground, 
and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might 
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pass away from him. And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee; remove this cup from 
me: howbeit not what I will, but what thou wilt_>.

And again Jesus went away, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if this cannot pass away, except I drink it, thy 
will be done. And again he came, and found them 
sleeping, for their eyes were very heavy; and they wist 
not what to answer him_;. 

And Jesus left them again, and went away, and prayed 
a thkd time, saying again the same words.

And straightway, while Jesus yet spake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with him a multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests and the scribes 
and the elders. 

Now he that betrayed Jesus had given them a token, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is he; take him, 
and lead him away safely. And when he was come, 
Straightway Judas came to him, and saith, Rabbi; and 
kissed him. And they laid hands on Jesus, and took 



And behold, one of them that were with Jesus stretched 
out his hand, and drew his sword, and smote the ser- 
vant of the high priest.

N D they seized Jesus, and led him away, and 

brought him into the high priest's houses. 

And when they had kin- 
dled a fire in the midst of the court, and had sat down 
together, Peter sat in the midst of them. And a certain 
maid seeing him as he sat in the light of the fire, and 
looking stedfastly upon him, said, This man also was 
with Jesus. But he denied, saying, Woman, I know 
him not. And after a little while another saw him, 
and said, Thou also art one of them. But Peter said, 
Man, I am not. And after the space of about one hour 
another confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth this 
man also was with Jesus : for he is a Galilean. But Peter 
said, Man, I know not what thou sayest. 
And the Master turned, and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of the Master, how that 
he said unto him, Before the cock crow this day, thou 
shalt deny me. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 
And the men that held Jesus mocked him, and beat 
him. And they blindfolded him, and asked him, say- 
ing, Prophesy: who is he that struck thee? And many 
other things spake they against him, reviling him.;. 
And as soon as it was day, the assembly of the elders 
of the people was gathered together, both chief priests 
and scribes; and they led Jesus away into their council. 
Now the chief priests and the whole council sought 
witness against Jesus to put him to death; and found 
it not. For many bare false witness against him, and 



their witness agreed not together. And there Stood 
up certain, and bare false witness against him, saying, 
We heard him say, I will destroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and in three days I will build an- 
other made without hands.

And there followed Jesus a great multitude of the 
people, and of women who bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters of 
Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children.

And it was now about the ninth hour. And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spirit: and having said 
this, he yielded up his spirit.;. 
And when the centurion, which Stood by over againsit 
Jesus, saw what was done, he said, Certainly this was 
a righteous man_>.

Jesus answered and said unto him, Art thou the 
teacher of Israel, and understandest not these things? 

3 With a Samaritan Woman-; 

And Jesus must needs pass through Samaria. So he 
cometh to a city of Samaria, called Sychar, near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph: 
and Jacob's well was there. Jesus therefore, being 
wearied with his journey, sat as he was by the well. 
It was about the sixth hour. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: 
Jesus saith unto her, Give me to drink. For his disciples 
were gone away into the city to buy food. The Samar- 
itan woman therefore saith unto him, How is it that 
thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
Samaritan woman? (For Jews have no dealings with 
Samaritans.) 

Jesus answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the 
gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, Give me 
to drink; thou wouldest have asked of him, and he 



would have given thee living water. The woman saith 
unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast thou that living 
water? 

Jesus answered and said unto her, Every one that drink- 
eth of this water shall thirst again: but whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall give him shall become 
in him a well of water springing up unto eternal life. 
The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me this water, 
that I thirst not, neither come all the way hither to 
draw. 

Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy husband, and come 
hither. 

The woman saith unto Jesus, Sir, I perceive that thou 
art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped in this moun- 
tain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place where 
men ought to worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 
believe me, the hour cometh, when neither in this 
mountain, nor in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the 
Father. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the 
true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit 
and truth. God is a Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship in spirit and truth. 

$4 With the Disciples 

And upon this came his disciples; and they marvelled 

that Jesus was speaking with a woman; yet no man 

said, What seekest thou? or, Why speakest thou with 

her? 

And the disciples prayed him, saying, Rabbi, eat. But 



he said unto them, I have meat to eat that ye know 
not. The disciples therefore said one to another, Hath 
any man brought him aught to eat? Jesus saith unto 
them, My meat is to do the will of him that sent me, 
and to accomplish his work. 



5 On the Bread 

These things said Jesus in the synagogue, as he taught 
in Capernaum: "Work not for the meat which perish- 
6th, but for the meat which abidth unto eternal life. 
They said therefore unto him, What must we do, 
that we may work the works of God? Jesus answered 
and said unto them, This is the work of God, that ye 
believe on him whom he hath sent. For the bread of 
God givelth life unto the world. They said therefore 
unto him, Sir, evermore give us this bread. Jesus said 
unto them, I am the bread of life: he that cometh 
to me shall not hunger. For I am come down from 
heaven, not to do mine own will, but the will of him 
that sent me_A 

The Jews therefore murmured concerning him, be- 
cause he said, I am the bread which came down out 
of heaven. And they said, Is not this Jesus, the son 
of Joseph, whose father and mother we know? how 
doth he now say, I am come down out of heaven? 
Jesus answered and said unto them, Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, I am the bread of life. This is the bread 
which comth down out of heaven, that a man may 
eat thereof, and not die. I am the living bread: if any 
man eat of this bread, he shall live forever. 
The Jews therefore strove one with another, saying, 
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How can this man give us his flesh to eat? Jesus there- 
fore said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except ye eat my flesh and drink my blood, ye have 
not life in yourselves. He that eatel:h my flesh and 
drinkelii my blood hath eternal life. He abidelh in me, 
and I in him. As the living Father sent me, and I live 
because of the Father; so he also shall live because of 
me. He that eatth this bread shall live forever. 
Many therefore of his disciples, when they heard this, 
said, This is a hard saying; who can hear it? But Jesus 
knowing in himself that his disciples murmured at 
this, said unto them, Doth this cause you to Stumble? 
It is the spirit that quickeneth; the flesh prontth 
nothing: the words that I have spoken unto you are 
spirit, and are life,;. 



6 On the Light 

These words spake Jesus in the treasury, as he taught 
in the temple, saying, I am the light of the world: he 
that followth me shall not walk in the darkness, but 
shall have the light of life. The Pharisees therefore 
said unto him, Thou bearest witness of thyself. Jesus 
answered and said unto them, Even if I bear witness 
of myself, my witness is true. In your law it is written, 
that the witness of two men is true. I am he that bearelh 
witness of myself, and the Father that sent me bear6th 
witness of me.;. 

And Jesus said, For judgement came I into this world, 
that they which see not may see; and that they which 
see may become blind. Those of the Pharisees which 
were with him heard these things, and said unto him, 



Are we also blind? Jesus said unto them, If ye were 
blind, ye would have no sin: but now ye say, We see: 
your sin remaineth. 

And this is the judgement, that the light is come into 
the world, and men loved the darkness rather than the 
light; for their works were evil. For every one that 
doeth ill hateth the light, and cometh not to the light, 
left his works should be reproved. But he that doeth 
the truth cometh to the light, that his works may be 
made manifest, that they have been wrought in God. 
Yet a little while is the light among you. Walk while 
ye have the light, that darkness overtake you not : and 
he that walketh in the darkness knoweth not whither 
he goeth.

8 On Freedom through Truth 

Jesus said to those Jews which had believed him, If ye 
abide in my word, then are ye truly my disciples; and 
ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you 
free. They answered unto him, We be Abraham's 
seed, and have never yt been in bondage to any man: 
how sayeSt thou, Ye shall be made free? Jesus answered 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Every one that 
committel:h sin is the bondservant of sin_j. 

$9 On Life through Loyalty 

Jesus said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep 
my word, he shall never see death. The Jews said un- 
to him, Abraham is dead, and the prophets; and thou 
sayeSt, If a man keep my word, he shall never tasTie 
of death. Art thou greater than our father Abraham, 
which is dead? and the prophets are dead: whom 
makeSt thou thyself? Jesus answered, If I glorify my- 
self, my glory is nothing: it is my Father that glorifielth 
me. I know him, and keep his word. 

10 On Jesus as Son_> 

For this cause did the Jews persecute Jesus, because he 
did things on the sabbath. But Jesus answered them, 
My Father workth even until now, and I work. For 
this cause therefore the Jews sought the more to kill 
him, because he not only brake the sabbath, but also 



called God his own Father, making himself equal 
with God. 

Jesus therefore answered and said unto them, I and 
the Father are one. The Jews took up Stones to Stone 
him. Jesus answered them, Many good works have I 
shewed you from the Father; for which of those works 
do ye Stone me? The Jews answered him, For a good 
work we Stone thee not, but for blasphemy; and be- 
cause that thou, being a man, makeSt thyself God. 
Jesus answered them, If I do not the works of my 
Father, believe me not. But if I do them, though ye 
believe not me, believe the works: that ye may know 
and understand that the Father is in me, and I in the 
Father.

0(1 am the resurrection, and the life: he that believelth 
on me, though he die, yel: shall he live: and whoso- 
ever livelh and believelih on me shall never die^.

$12 Source of the Teaching 

And Jesus cried and said, He that believel:h on me, 
believth not on me, but on him that sent me. And 
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he that beholdelth me behold&h him that sent 
And if any man hear my sayings, and keep them not, 
I judge him not: for I came not to judge the world. 
He that rejectel:h me, and receivth not my sayings, 
hath one that judgth him: the word that I spake, the 
same shall judge him. 

For I spake not from myself; but the Father which 
sent me, he hath given me a commandment, what I 
should say, and what I should speak. And I know that 
his commandment is life eternal: the things therefore 
which I speak, even as the Father hath said unto me; 
so I speak. 



1 3 Tes~t for the Teaching 

When it was now the midslt of the feaSt Jesus went 
up into the temple, and taught. The Jews therefore 
marvelled, saying, How know6th this man letters, 
having never learned? Jesus therefore answered them, 
and said, My teaching is not mine, but his that sent 
me. If any man willelth to do his will, he shall know 
of the teaching, whether it be of God, or whether I 
speak from myself. 

$14 Estimate of the Teaching 

The officers came to the chief prieSts and Pharisees; 
and they said unto them, Why did ye not bring Jesus? 
The officers answered, Never man so spake-;. 

$15 Farewell Discourse of Jesus 

Now before the feaSt of the passover, Jesus knowing 
that his hour was come that he should depart out of 
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this world unto the Father, having loved his own 
which were in the world, he loved them unto the 
end. And he said unto them, 

Lt not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. I am the way, and the truth, and 
the life: no one comel:h unto the Father, but by me. 
Philip saith unto him, Master, shew us the Father, 
and it sufiiceTii us. Jesus saith unto him, Have I been 
so long time with you, and dot thou not know me, 
Philip? he that hath seen me hath seen the Father; 
how sayeSt thou, Shew us the Father? Believes!: thou 
not that I am in the Father, and the Father in me? 
the words that I say unto you I speak not from my- 
self. Believe me that I am in the Father, and the 
Father in me_A 

I am the true vine, and my Father is the husbandman. 
Every branch in me that bearth not fruit, he takth 
it away: and every branch that bearelth fruit, he prun- 
eth it, that it may bear more fruit. Abide in me, and I 
in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine; so neither can ye, except ye abide 
in me. I am the vine, ye are the branches: He that 
abideHi in me, and I in him, the same bearelih much 
fruit: for apart from me ye can do nothing. Herein is 
my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; and so 
shall ye be my disciples. 

Ye shall bear witness of me, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning. If the world hatelth you, 
ye know that it hath hated me before it hated you. If 
ye were of the world, the world would love its own: 
but because ye are not of the world, therefore the 
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world hat&h you. Remember the word that I said 
unto you, A servant is not greater than his master. If 
they persecuted me, they will also persecute you. But 
all these things will they do unto you, because they 
know not him that sent me. If I had not come and 
spoken unto them, they had not had sin: but now 
they have no excuse for their sin. He that hatth me 
hatelth my Father also. These things have I spoken 
unto you, that ye should not be made to Stumble. 
They shall put you out of the synagogues : yea, the 
hour comth, that whosoever killth you shall think 
that he ofFerth service unto God. And these things 
will they do, because they have not known the Father, 
nor me. But when the Spirit of truth is come, which 
proceedth from the Father, he shall bear witness of 
me. And he, when he is come, will convift the world 
in respect of sin, and of righteousness, and of judge- 
ment^. 

A little while, and ye behold me no more; and again 
a little while, and ye shall see me. Some of his disciples 
therefore said one to another, What is this that he saith 
unto us, A little while, and ye behold me not; and 
again a little while, and ye shall see me. We know not 
what he saith. Jesus perceived that they were desirous 
to ask him, and he said unto them, Do ye inquire 
among yourselves concerning this, that I said, A little 
while, and ye behold me not, and again a little while, 
and ye shall see me? I will not leave you desolate: I 
come unto you. YeT: a little while, and the world be- 
holdeHi me no more; but ye behold me: because I live, 
ye shall live also. In that day ye shall know that I am 
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in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 
He that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, 
he it is that lovth me: and he that loveTih me shall be 
loved of my Father, and I will love him, and will 
manifest myself unto him. Judas (not Iscariot) saith 
unto him, Master, what is come to pass that thou 
wilt manifest thyself unto us, and not unto the world? 
Jesus answered and said unto him, If a man love me, 
he will keep my word: and my Father will love him, 
and we will come unto him, and make our abode 
with him_j. 

Even as the Father hath loved me, I also have loved 
you: abide ye in my love. If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my love; even as I have kept 
my Father's commandments, and abide in his love. 
This is my commandment, that ye love one another, 
even as I have loved you. Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life for his friends. 
Ye are my friends, if ye do the things which I com- 
mand you. A new commandment I give unto you, 
that ye love one another; even as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another. By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another. 

If ye love me, ye will keep my commandments. And 
I will pray the Father, and he shall give you another, 
that he may be with you for ever, even the Spirit of 
truth: whom the world cannot receive; for it knowth 
him not: ye know him; for he abideth with you, and 
shall be in you. I have yet many things to say unto 
you, but ye cannot bear them now. Howbeit when 
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he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he shall guide you in- 
to all the truth: for he shall not speak from himself; 
but what things soever he shall hear, these shall he 
speak. He shall take of mine, and shall declare it unto 
you. All things whatsoever the Father hath are mine: 
therefore said I, that he taketh of mine, and shall de- 
clare it unto you. These things have I spoken unto 
you, while yelt abiding with you. But the Holy Spirit, 
whom the Father will send, he shall teach you all 
things. 

Behold, the hour comth, yea, is come, that ye shall be 
scattered, every man to his own, and shall leave me 
alone: and yelt I am not alone, because the Father is 
with me. These things have I spoken unto you, that 
in me ye may have peace. In the world ye have tribu- 
lation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the 
world. Peace I leave with you; my peace I give unto 
you: not as the world givth, give I unto you. Lelt not 
your heart be troubled, neither lt it be fearful. If ye 
loved me, ye would have rejoiced, because I go unto 
the Father : for the Father is greater than I. I will no 
more speak much with you. That the world may know 
that I love the Father, and as the Father gave me com- 
mandment, even so I do. Arise, lt us go hence.;. 

i 6 Farewell Prayer of Jesus 

These things spake Jesus; and lifting up his eyes to 
heaven, he said, 

Father, the hour is come; glorify thy Son, that the 
Son may glorify thee. I glorified thee on the earth, 
having accomplished the work which thou haSt given 
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me to do. I manifested thy name unto the men whom 
thou gavest me out of the world: thine they were, 
and thou gavest them to me; and they have kept thy 
word. Now they know that all things whatsoever thou 
hast given me are from thee: for the words which thou 
gavest me I have given unto them; and they received 
them, and knew of a truth that I came forth from thee, 
and they believed that thou didst send me_A 
And now, O Father, I pray for them: I pray not for 
the world, but for those whom thou hast given me; 
for they are thine: and all things that are mine are 
thine, and thine are mine: and I am glorified in them. 
And I am no more in the world, and these are in the 
world, and I come to thee_A 

Holy Father, keep them in thy name which thou hast 
given me, that they may be one, even as we are. While 
I was with them, I kept them in thy name which thou 
hast given me. But now I come to thee. I have given 
them thy word; and the world hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. I pray not that thou shouldest take them from 
the world, but that thou shouldest keep them from 
evil. Sanctify them in the truth: thy word is truth. 
And for their sakes I consecrate myself, that they 
themselves also may be dedicated in truth. 
Neither for these only do I pray, but for them also 
that believe on me through their word; that they may 
all be one; even as thou, Father, art in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be in us: that the world may 
believe that thou didst send me. And the glory which 
thou hast given me I have given unto them; that they 
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may be one, even as we are one; I in them, and thou 
in me, that they may be perfected into one; that the 
world may know that thou didst send me, and lovedst 
them, even as thou lovedst me_A 
O righteous Father, the world knew thee not, but I 
knew thee; and these knew that thou didst send me; 
and I made known unto them thy name, that the 
love wherewith thou lovedst me may be in them, 
and I in them-;. 

i 7 Jesus and Pilate^ 

When Jesus had spoken these words, he went forth 
with his disciples over the brook Kidron, where was 
a garden, into the which he entered, himself and his 
disciples. Now Judas also, which betrayed him, knew 
the place: for Jesus oft-times resorted thither with his 
disciples. Judas then, having received the band of 
soldiers, and officers from the chief priests and the 
Pharisees, comelth thither with lanterns and torches 
and weapons. So the band and the chief captain, and 
the officers of the Jews, seized Jesus and bound him, 
and led him to Annas first; for he was father in law 
to Caiaphas, which was high priest that year. Annas 
sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. They 
lead Jesus from Caiaphas into the palaces. 
Pilate entered into the palace, and called Jesus, and 
said unto him, Art thou the King of the Jews? Jesus 
answered, Sayest thou this of thyself, or did others tell 
it thee concerning me? Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief priests delivered thee 
unto me: what hast thou done? Jesus answered, My 
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kingdom is not of this world: if my kingdom were 
of this world, then would my servants fight, that I 
should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my 
kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore said unto 
him, Art thou a king then? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayeslt that I am a king. To this end have I been born, 
and to this end am I come into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is 
of the truth heareth my voice. Pilate saith unto him, 
What is truth? 
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AT the end of the Study one comes inevitably to 
the conclusion that it is precisely at that point 
where the individual most inexorably faces an ultimate 
decision, where the elemental tension between God 
and man is most acutely felt, and where at the same 
time the gulf between God and man is most inwardly 
and most completely bridged, without any mediation 
of human doftrines or institutions, that the essential 
nature of the Founder is most vitally and 
potently apprehended." 
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
